‘Don’t 

Ask’ 

gets 

worse

A nti-gay harassment in the 
U.S. military is flourishing 
under the policy known as ' 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
(DADT), according to a new report 
released Monday, March 15. Incidents 
are up 42 percent from two years ago, 
says the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network (SLDN) in its report, 
entitled “Conduct Unbecoming.” 

The organization released its fifth 
annual report on the failure of that 
policy at a news conference in Wash¬ 
ington. 

“Lesbian, gay, and bisexual service 
members report that they face daily 
threats to their physical safety and 
well-being - not from enemies, but 
from Uncle Sam,” said Dixon Osburn, 
SLDN’s co-executive director. “The 
policy has sentenced gays to either 
hiding under a blanket of anxiety and 
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CAPE's Seth Watkins leads about 150 marchers at a vigil for slain Alabama gay man Billy Jack Gaither Saturday in the Castro. 

Gaither vigil powerful, 
hut attendance is low

S aturday evening, March 13 was a bit 
warmer than in recent weeks, and 
there wasn’t a drop of rain that fell 
during the three-hour San Francisco 
vigil for Billy Jack Gaither, the 39-year-old 
gay man tortured and killed in Sylacauga, 
Alabama last month. But the turnout was 
disappointing, especially in light of the 
hideous nature of the killing and in light of 
the fact that his murder occurred just four 
months after the murder of Matthew Shep¬ 
ard. 

The Gaither vigil drew about 150 
marchers, considerably less than the Shepard 


vigil which drew over 1,000 marchers, both 
on the evening following his death as well as 
on the night of the official vigil, organized by 
activists and Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence (CUAV). CUAV was a lot less visible 
at Saturday’s event and did not represent it¬ 
self in the same manner as at the Shepard 
vigil. Instead, a lone representative from the 
agency handed out CUAV-engraved whistles 
to the marchers as a tool of protection in the 
event of crime against the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender (LGBT) community. 
“Blow the whistle if you are attacked,” was 
CUAV’s message. 

Gaither’s vigil was single-handedly orga¬ 
nized by Seth Watkins of the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality (CAPE), a 


group focused on LGBT issues. Watkins 
alerted local news organizations and the 
most visible members of San Francisco’s ac¬ 
tivist community that the vigil would start 
at Dolores Park and proceed up 16th Street, 
right into the busy intersection at Market 
and Noe streets, and stop at Harvey Milk 
Plaza at Castro and Market streets. 

“Just don’t stand there and look pretty,” 
shouted one marcher at a couple of primped 
young men who stood idle and looked on at 
the street corner at the intersection of 16th, 
Market, and Noe streets. “You can look pret¬ 
ty and march at the same time,” said the 
angry marcher. 

As the group held candles and followed

W hen San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden introduced 
state Attorney General Bill Locky¬ 
er to about 800 lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender (LGBT) attorneys and friends at 
the 19th annual dinner of Bay Area Lawyers 
for Individual Freedom (BALIF) Thursday, 
March 11, she exuberantly highlighted his 
public commitment to developing a work¬ 
able system for the use of medical marijuana. 

“I have a task force of people from all per¬ 
spectives included,” Lockyer told the Bay 
Area Reporter in an interview after his 
speech. “I am hoping that they will recom¬ 
mend some changes in the initiative to make 
it easier to defend with the feds.” 

Lockyer told the B.A.R. that medical mar¬ 
ijuana proposals adopted elsewhere “learned 
from our mistakes” in the language of 
Proposition 215, which state voters approved 
in 1996. He was optimistic that the task force 
would “eliminate gaps,” but stressed that the

| f . alifornia state Senator Jack- 
} ie Speier (D-San Francis- 
'.} co/San Mateo) named Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights 
Executive Director Kate Kendell as 
a California Legislature “Woman 
of the Year” Each member of the 
Legislature selects one woman an¬ 
nually to receive the award. This 
year’s recipients were recognized 
at a legislative session held Mon¬ 
day, March 15 in Sacramento. 

Speier chose Kendell based upon 
her long-standing advocacy on be¬ 
half of lesbian and gay families. 

“Kate Kendell is one of the na¬ 
tion’s most prominent advocates,” 
Speier said in her announcement 
of the selection. “As an attorney, 
she has worked on historic litiga¬ 
tion which has been instrumental 
in securing a place on the legal 
map for families who are often 
rendered invisible by courts 
across the nation.” 

“To be recognized by Senator 
Speier for this tremendous honor 
is overwhelming,” Kendell said. “I 
have the great privilege of doing 
work I love in a community of very 
courageous and proud families, 
and I share this award with them. 

“I am keenly aware of the re¬ 
sponsibility that accompanies this 
acknowledgment and know that I 
stand in remarkable company 
with many accomplished and cre¬ 
ative women,” she added. 

Kendell is the second out les¬ 
bian to receive the award. Assem¬ 
bly Speaker Pro Tern Sheila Kuehl

received the award in 1991, prior 
to entering the Legislature. 

Kendell joined NCLR as their 
legal director in 1994 and became 


executive director in 1996. She has 
been an adjunct professor at Hast¬ 
ings College of Law and the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Berkeley 
School of Law (Boalt Hall) teach¬ 
ing sexual orientation and the law. 
She also teaches legal ethics at New 
College School of Law. 

Speier was elected in 1998 to 
the state Senate seat formerly held 
by Quentin Kopp, who retired 
due to term limits. Speier served 
in the state Assembly from 1986 
to 1996. She has a long history as 
a vocal advocate for women’s, 
children’s and consumer’s rights, 
and has been a leader in raising 
funds and awareness for breast 
cancer and AIDS prevention and 
treatment. T

first executive director

T he Rainbow Community 
Center (RCC) in Contra 
Costa County has hired its 
first executive director, Leslie Ad¬ 
dison, who started full time earli¬ 
er this month at the agency that 
serves the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) commu¬ 
nity in an area where the suburbs 
are plentiful but places for queers 
to hang out are somewhat limited. 

RCC’s board of directors and 
Addison invite interested mem¬ 
bers of the community to attend 
a town hall meeting this Wednes¬ 
day, March 24 at the center in 
Pleasant Hill. While the openly 
lesbian Addison has been meeting 
with volunteers and others who 
frequent the center, the town hall 
meeting is a chance for people to 
meet her and discuss their vision 
of what the center should be for 
the community. 

“We’re sort of in the pre¬ 
growth phase,” Addison told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “The town hall 
meeting will give me a chance to 
talk about my vision and plan and 
meet with people and hear their 
visions.” Since starting the job, 
Addison has also met with other 
organizations in Contra Costa 
County in an effort to get the 
word out about RCC. 

Addison, who has worked at 
LGBT and HIV/AIDS nonprofits 
in the Bay Area for the past sever¬ 
al years, said her direct experi¬ 
ences have been an asset at RCC, 
where she’s the only paid staff 
person right now. Most recently, 
Addison worked at Eden Infor¬ 
mation and Referral, where she 
was project supervisor for the 
AIDS housing and information 
project. Prior to that, Addison 
worked at Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV) and the 
Pacific Center for Human 
Growth. She holds a bachelor’s 
degree in history and classics, a 
law degree, and master’s degrees 
in divinity and theology. 

One of the things Addison is 
doing is compiling information so 
that when someone calls RCC,

they can be given referrals to ap¬ 
propriate agencies or made aware 
of things such as game nights, 
parenting group nights, and vari¬ 
ous support groups for men, 
women, transgenders, and youth. 

The center has approximately 
200 members and a mailing list of 
about 900 people, Addison added. 
Funding for RCC’s annual budget 
of $132,000 comes primarily from 
grants and memberships. An an¬ 
nual fundraiser takes place in June, 
she said. Addison’s annual salary is 
$35,000 and she’s responsible for 
planning, administration, and 
management of RCC’s programs. 

Addison said the agency has a 
“good, stable funding base and a 
dedicated board.” A board com¬ 
mittee interviewed candidates for 
the new position and Addison was 
hired by the full board. 

“I think it’s really exciting for a 
LGBT organization to have a full 
time staff person,” Addison said, 
explaining that the center’s hours 
will soon be expanded. Prior to 
the board’s hiring Addison, the 
center was staffed with volunteers; 
they continue to provide invalu¬ 
able help to Addison. 

RCC provides social activities 
and support for the LGBT com¬ 
munity in Contra Costa County. 
“There’s very little LGBT-oriented 
activities,” she noted. “The center 
serves mostly as a social center.” ▼

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death to the head of the humerus 
bone in the shoulder from a lack 
of blood supply. 

Iacovino successfully under¬ 
went shoulder replacement surgery 
four months later in Hawaii and 
told the Bay Area Reporter that his 
HIV and T-cell status posed no 
problem for his new orthopedist, 
who even unwrapped bandages 
from his well-lead surgical wounds 
without any protections. 

At a press conference an¬ 
nouncing the jury’s award for 
emotional distress, Iacovino also 
noted that he had several surg¬ 
eries at San Francisco General 
Hospital (SFGH) prior to 
Hoaglund’s refusal to operate, in¬ 
cluding hernia repairs and a fis¬ 
tulectomy and that his HIV status 
and T-cell count posed “no prob¬ 
lem” for SFGH physicians. ▼

||:|| Court jury awarded a gay 
man with HIV $163,000 in 
damages on Wednesday March 
10, after finding that a University 
of California San Francisco 
(UCSF) orthopedic surgeon was 
medically negligent in refusing to 
operate on him because he had a 
low T-cell count. 

The jury found Dr. Franklin 
Hoaglund had breached appro¬ 
priate standards of care and com¬ 
mitted malpractice by his 1997 re¬ 
fusal to surgically replace Steve Ia¬ 
covino s necrotic shoulder and in¬ 
stead told the gay man to “hope 
for a cure” for his illness. 

The jury rejected Iacovino’s 
charge that Hoaglund, now re¬ 
tired, had intentionally violated 
AIDS discrimination provisions 
of the American’s with Disabilities 
Act and state civil rights protec¬ 
tions. 

Hoaglund had claimed that Ia¬ 
covino was at greater risk of post¬ 
operative infection because of his 
low T-cell count, a claim dis¬ 
missed by a trio of defense med¬ 
ical experts from around the 
country who testified that there 
was no rational medical basis for 
Hoaglund’s decision. 

Instead, the experts including 
New York Hospital’s Dr. Michael 
Giordano, an infectious disease 
expert, testified during the trial 
that Hoaglund’s justification was 
not medically supported and that 
an HIV patient’s low T-cell count 
was absolutely not a major factor 
in determining a patient’s post¬ 
operative surgical risk. 


The expert testimony was 
greeted with open hostility during 
cross examination by a University 
of California system attorney de¬ 
fending Hoaglund, a 1956 gradu¬ 
ate of Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine, against the civil claims. 

But, according to Iacovino’s at¬ 
torney Gary Cloutier, the jury ver¬ 
dict, based on a preponderance of 
evidence, established that 
Hoaglund’s refusal to operate had 
no medical basis. 

Hoaglund had referred Iacovi¬ 
no to the university’s physical 
therapy unit, despite the gay 
man’s desire for the procedure. 

Iacovino was in great physical 
pain before the surgery and had 
extremely limited range of mo¬ 
tion and required assistance with 
dressing and bathing because of 
the condition, which causes bone 
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Catholics blast supes 
for allowing party

$ n editorial and a guest 
commentary appearing in 
Catholic San Francisco, the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
San Francisco’s official newspa¬ 
per, this week blasted the Board 
of Supervisors for unanimously 
voting on March 1 to permit the 
closing of one block of Castro 
Street on Easter Sunday to allow 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence to stage their 20th anniver¬ 
sary celebration, which the sisters 
have dubbed “Easter 1999: Two 
Decades of Decadence.” 

“The action is comparable to 
allowing a group of neo-Nazis to 
close a city street for a celebration 
on the Jewish Feast of Passover,” 
the editorial opined. It insisted 
the supervisors “acted with extra¬ 
ordinary insensitivity to people of 
all faiths” by permitting the sisters 
to hold their party. 

Board President Tom Ammi- 
ano told the Bay Area Reporter 
that his office “has been bom¬ 
barded by orchestrated hostile 
calls and e-mails about the sisters 
and the closing off of the street.” 
He defended the board’s decision, 
and said he stands by his vote. 

“I find it outrageous they 
would compare the sisters with 
neo-Nazis,” said Ammiano. “The 
sisters are not violent people, and 
have done any number of good 
works.” He said the complaints 
echoed the right wing’s efforts to 
derail the nomination of Jim 


Hormel as ambassador to Lux¬ 
embourg by blasting him for ap¬ 
pearing at events at which the sis¬ 
ters were present. 

In the Catholic San Francisco 
guest commentary, Wade C. 
Hughan, vice chairman of 
Catholics for Truth and Justice, 
contended the sisters “attempt to 
ridicule both the profound 
solemnity of the Church’s cele¬ 
bration of the Resurrection of 
Our Lord and the dignity of the 
life and work of Catholic reli¬ 
gious women.” 

Yet as religion commentator 
Kevin Starr first pointed out in 
the San Francisco Examiner in 
October 1981, when criticism of 
the sisters was still hot news, the 
sisters are “a totally understand¬ 
able phenomenon both from the 
point of view of the ancient art of 
religious parody and from the 
perspective of guerrilla theater, a 
venerable genre of social ac¬ 
tivism.” 


The sisters are not without 
critics in the queer community. 
Allan Finn, a self-described “Jew¬ 
ish bisexual conservative activist,” 
told the B.A.R. that by staging 
their event on Easter Sunday, the 
sisters would be fostering the 
kind of hostility in straight, reli¬ 
gious America that contributed 
to the recent brutal killings of 
Matthew Shepard and Billy Jack 
Gaither. 

“You’d think [the sisters] 
could move it to another day in¬ 
stead of mocking people,” said 
Finn. 

For now, at least, plans for the 
sisters’ anniversary event remain 
unchanged. According to Sister 
MaryMae Himm, the Castro 
Street party will last from noon 
to 5 p.m. on Easter Sunday, April 
4. Proceeds from the event will 
benefit the Eureka Valley Teen 
Program and Harvey Milk Insti¬ 
tute’s Queer Youth Education 
Program. T 


Labor commissioner 
supports gay teacher

H ambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund announced 
1 ' Tuesday, March 9 that the 
California labor commissioner or¬ 
dered Rio Bravo-Greeley Union 
School District in Bakersfield to 
stop removing eighth grade stu¬ 
dents from a science class because 
the teacher is gay. The commission¬ 
er ruled that teachers and officials 
working in the school district were 
in violation of state law when 15 
students were physically removed 
from the classrooms of 40-year-old 
teacher James D. Merrick, Ph.D. 

The California Labor Code 
prohibits employment discrimina¬ 
tion based on actual or perceived 
sexual orientation, as affirmed by 
the Equal Employment Opportu¬ 
nity Commission (EEOC). 

Last year, after Merrick chal¬ 
lenged anti-gay comments by a 
Kern County human relations 
commissioner, some parents de¬ 
manded that the students be re¬ 
moved from the class solely be¬ 
cause of Merrick’s “perceived sex¬ 
ual orientation,” according to 


Lambda attorneys working on the 
case with Merrick. The 15 stu¬ 
dents removed from the class were 
assigned to study hall because 
Merrick is the school’s only eighth 
grade science instructor. 

Merrick filed a complaint with 
the state labor commissioner last 
year, which led to the commis¬ 
sioner’s March 8 decision stating 
that the school district’s actions 
“fostered different treatment in an 
aspect of employment based 
upon [Merrick]’s perceived sexu¬ 
al orientation.” 

“The decision vindicates all of 
us who believe that bigotry and 
hate have no place in the class¬ 
room,” said Lambda attorney 
Myron Dean Quon of Lambda’s 
western regional office in Los An¬ 
geles. Lambda assisted Merrick in 
the administrative process and 
continues to represent him in re¬ 
lated legal matters. 

Further, the commissioner or¬ 
dered the district to “cease and de¬ 
sist” from removing students 
from Merrick’s class because he is 
gay. School officials also are pro¬ 
hibited from “engaging in dis-

Silence is the sound 
of money talking

'' ' - he emerging debate about the corpo¬ 
rate connection to cancer organiza- 
H tions raises important issues that ac¬ 
tivists ignore at their peril. My view is that 
only by understanding and exposing these 
connections will we ever truly be able to ad¬ 
dress the underlying causes of the cancer 
epidemic. 

Chevron is the classic example of a com¬ 
pany that donates funds to cancer organi¬ 
zations. Recognizing that there are many 
companies whose behavior is identical to 
Chevron’s, I will use that example here for 
simplicity. When a cancer organization that 
is working to expose the links between can¬ 
cer and the environment accepts money 
from Chevron, it provides Chevron the op¬ 
portunity to use the work of that organiza¬ 
tion as a publicity tool if only because its 
name is listed in the organization’s literature 
and therefore associated with the organiza¬ 
tion’s positive work. No one reading the 
name of Chevron next to that of a “good- 
guy” organization knows exactly what that 
relationship is. In the end, a company that 
may pollute the environment gets credit for 
supporting work that focuses on making 
the link between environmental contami¬ 
nation and cancer. 

Similarly, events that benefit cancer or¬ 
ganizations sometimes convey a mixed 
message. Holding golf tournaments and 
driving cars to benefit breast cancer organi¬ 
zations are two currently popular examples. 
When a good-guy organization hosts a golf 
tournament, it implicitly endorses a sport 
which is under attack by all kinds of envi¬ 
ronmental groups for its threats to public 
health. Golf has a substance abuse problem 
in the form of pesticide dependency, and 
some public health researchers have argued 
that it may be contributing to the excesses 
in breast cancer among professional women 
golfers. Some researchers also argue that 
golf courses create risks of childhood can¬ 
cers when pesticides from golf courses drift 
into lawns, homes, and water supplies. I 
make a habit of pointing out that golf 


course supervisors are one of four groups 
suffering from excess rates of non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma (along with Vietnam 
vets exposed to Agent Orange, farmers, and 
pesticide applicators). 

Sending women onto pesticide-saturat¬ 
ed grass to raise money for breast cancer 
seems problematic to me when the sponsor¬ 
ing organization is one that is committed to 
addressing the environmental causes of can¬ 
cer. While the commitment of the organiza¬ 
tion may be unshakable, the methods used 
to do its work and the larger social effects 
of those methods must be questioned. 

For me, the issue is not whether 
the good-guy organization will 
eventually be corrupted by its asso¬ 
ciation with petrochemical compa¬ 
nies and golf course owners 
(though this question may arise: he 
who pays the piper calls the 
tune; he who takes the 
king’s shilling does the 
king’s bidding). The 
point, instead, is about 
public relations. By accepting funds from 
polluting, possibly carcinogenic institu¬ 
tions, good-guy organizations allow those 
institutions to burnish their public image 
and get credit for Fighting breast cancer. 
Such an association deflects attention away 
from the ways in which companies may be 
contributing to cancer. 

And there is another message that cor¬ 
porate funding of breast cancer organiza¬ 
tions sends. It is a message to women with 
breast cancer in places like Richmond, Cal¬ 
ifornia, who have been fighting Chevron for 
years because of its reckless disregard for 
public health: the good-guy organization is 
on the side of the polluters. However criti¬ 
cal the good guy is of Chevron, trust and 
credibility with the grassroots is lost, and 
the women’s environmental health move¬ 
ment is undermined. After all, when cancer 
groups accept industry money, how do we 
distinguish between those who claim they 
remain untainted by these donations and 
those that are little more than front groups 
for industry? 

Groups that accept funding from the 


Chevrons and the golf courses of the world 
no doubt argue that meaningful social 
change can be brought about by cooperat¬ 
ing with the forces that produce and use the 
chemicals that we believe contribute to the 
cancer epidemic. Unfortunately, I can think 
of no historical example where this strategy 
has worked. Martin Luther King and civil 
rights activists did not rid the South of seg¬ 
regation by accepting grant money from the 
Ku Klux Klan. Nor did they co-host a 
fundraising event with bus drivers in order 
to win the right to sit in front. In the end, 
confrontational non-cooperation, boycotts, 
sit-ins, force, and appeals to public shame 
won the day. Similarly, many people 
were critical of the campaign to 
divest from South Africa during 
apartheid and argued that a 
more constructive dialogue 
with white leadership 
would instead lead to 
meaningful reform. It did 
not. Once again, nonvio¬ 
lent resistance and boy¬ 
cotts were the winning tickets. Likewise, 
workers did not win living wages by calmly 
convincing their employers of the reason¬ 
ableness of their arguments - at least, not 
without the threat of a strike behind them. 
(I only have health insurance now because 
the National Writers’ Union, a UAW local, 
went to bat for me.) 

I believe that true change will come 
about when the public is prepared to take 
action. Those concerned about the envi¬ 
ronmental links to the cancer epidemic have 
an important role to play in exposing those 
links. They can’t do it by letting themselves 
be used as public relations fodder or ac¬ 
cepting funding from polluters while urg¬ 
ing them to “do the right thing.” T

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Librarian is victim of 
public works scandal 

Former San Francisco librarian John Philbrook is, 
I believe, the victim of one of the city’s greatest public 
works scandals and the cover-up that has attended it. 
Thank you for telling his side of the story, since the 
city’s two dailies unconscionably won’t touch it after 
helping to ruin Philbrook’s reputation. [“SF Main Li¬ 
brary staff seeks justice for local gay manMarch 4.] 

The cover-up began shortly after the building 
opened when writer Nicholson Baker revealed to a 
packed Koret Auditorium that the dysfunctional new 
building is too small to hold even the existing collec¬ 
tions and that City Librarian Ken Dowlin had ordered 
his staff to send some hundreds of thousands of vol¬ 
umes to the dump. Baker had been tipped off by li¬ 
brarians within the system appalled by the destruc¬ 
tion in which they were made to participate. The 
dumping (and the subsequent giveaways) would not 
have been necessary if the city’s Library Commission 
had heeded an earlier petition drafted by Philbrook 
and signed by 31 fellow librarians predicting that the 
architects’ plans would produce an inade¬ 
quate structure if the blueprints were 
turned into concrete and steel. For his 
pains, Philbrook received a dismissive let¬ 
ter from Commission President Stephen 
Coulter, and was shortly thereafter charged 
with child molestation and effectively 
fired. The building went up and fulfilled 
the librarians’ worst fears. 

Since the building and the bonds 
necessary to build it made some of San 
Francisco’s wealthiest and best-connected people 
even richer, the true story of the New Main fiasco has 
never been revealed in the local press. The library’s 
resident spinmeister continues to insist that the build¬ 
ing contains plenty of expansion space while she si¬ 
multaneously denies reporters access to see the pur¬ 
ported empty shelves or the many books inexplicably 
stored in Brooks Hall. She does so even though the 
architects admit that they had to omit an entire floor 
during construction of their glitzy mess. 

In any city that valued the proper use of its public 
funds and the stewardship of its cultural resources, 
there would have been a grand jury investigation and 
probably criminal indictments over the New Main. 
Instead, most of those responsible for it have gone on 
to careers elsewhere in library administration or are 
enjoying the profits from its building, while 
Philbrook takes the fall and the Chronicle and Exam¬ 
iner maintain their silence about this travesty.

Explanation for ‘Working Boys’ exhibit 

I read, with both confusion and some agreement, 
Jim Lenartz’s letter to the editor of March 11, regard¬ 
ing the Stop AIDS Project’s “Working Boys” photo 
display. First, let me clarify my role: I am on staff of 
Stop AIDS and have worked in the Polk for the past 
year as a neighborhood organizer; I am not the pho¬ 
tographer of “Working Boys.” The photographers of 
“Working Boys” are the young men who work in the 
neighborhood exchanging sex for money. What drove 
me to undertake such a project was the desire to give 
the hustlers of the Polk a way to speak for themselves 
- to tell a story about who they are and what their 
lives are like. My immediate goal was to build a rela¬ 
tionship with them to talk about HIV prevention and 
behaviors that may put them at risk for AIDS; we have 
accomplished that. My second interest is in building 
a similar dialogue with their johns; because of the 
“Working Boys” exhibit that, too, is happening. The 
third goal is to have a larger discussion with the 
neighborhood about hustling and how we respond to 
it as a community. Mr. Lenartz’s letter may be proof 
that this, too, is beginning to occur. 

Mr. Lenartz couldn’t have been more mistaken when 
he charged that the exhibit exploits these boys. “Work¬ 
ing Boys” both empowers these young men and invites 
the viewer to respond as well. Their photographs are 
powerful and often compelling; they not only begin to 
address some of the experiences in their lives that force 
them to trade sex for money, they also speak to many of 
their needs, which are often considerable. 

I invite Mr. Lenartz to take a closer look at the 
“Working Boys” exhibit and encourage him to get in¬ 
volved with some of our Polk neighborhood service 
providers. 

The “Working Boys” exhibit, which is free, contin¬ 
ues through the end of March at Stop AIDS Project’s 
Polk office, 1475 Polk Street (at California) and is 
open weekdays from 11 a.m. until 7 p.m. The pho¬ 
tographs are not for sale.

As far as I know it is not a re¬ 
quirement to have a green card in order to be a mem¬ 
ber of these groups. 

And if by any chance someone who shares my 
same sexual orientation and my same ethnicity is here 
illegally, my duty is to help him, not betray him. And 
by the way, not only Latinos are illegal here. There are 
some other ethnicities; but because they fit the stereo¬ 
type of the majority, they are not pointed out. 

Mr. Gonzales seems to be concerned about city 
funds. We live in one of the richest cities of the 

wealthiest country in the world. If a Wall Street 
broker could spend $1,500 for a bottle of 
wine, I don’t see why this city can not help 
a newcomer. These gay Latinos have left 
their countries of origin, because they 
have been persecuted and, if they are 
HIV-positive, because they lack medica¬ 
tions. 

In conclusion, this was Mexico be¬ 
fore being California USA. When Mr. 
Gonzales goes to the Castro to party 
with his “coconut” friends, he should think about that.

Terrific to see that Eros recently made such a fine 
contribution to the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der Community Center Project. With such commu¬ 
nity interest in the centers’ coming to life, it looks like 
things are moving along nicely. 

But what else can be done to bring the center to 
life? What if the Friends of 1800 Market (that group 
of ‘preservationist gays’ who sought to save the Fal¬ 
lon Building from demolition) created a board of di¬ 
rectors and actually put their money where their 
mouths are? That board could pledge to raise a nice 
chunk of money to help pay for the renovation and 
help the CCP build the new center. I’ll even go one 
step further: several members of that board should 
become Founders for the CCP at $1,000 each, too.

Relax ... it’s a movie 

Relax... It’s Just Sex? It certainly isn’t queer sex. It 
should be entitled Relax... It’s Just Coupling. The film 
only shows couples and worse, presents singleness as 
pathetic. There are no multi-person, multi-layered 
erotic scenes of the sort that constitute sex for many 
of us who are lesbigayer (and even an increasing 
number of straights). This film is only a formulaic sit¬ 
com grabbing for our hearts in well-worn ways with 
a gay bashing, an HIV/AIDS encounter, and some 
cute fucking. Its only creativity comes in the plot gim¬ 
micks deployed to give it a shimmer of chic. 

The film is anti-queer because it both relies on and 
reinforces hetronormative views of sex; it is for cou¬ 
ples only, (serial) monogamy (“sexual monopoly”) is 
the only “good” type of human erotic relation - valu¬ 
ing monogamy over “promiscuity” - and straightness 
is implicitly equated with the always thereness of the 
pivotal character, Tara Ricotto, who is the social glue 
(the big cheese?), the totem of responsibility and re¬ 
spectability, around which a gay writer, two Christian 
butterflies (unlike anyone I know in MCC), lesbian so¬ 
cial dancers, and gay drama queens fly. Most perni¬ 
cious is the films’ conclusion posing procreation as the 
most sublime part of “true” sex, of human coupling. 

How could your reviewer, Gary Morris, fail to give 
some hint of these glaring obnoxious connotations of 
Relax ... It’s Just Sex? [“Love, sperm, and other obses¬ 
sions,” March 4.] The closest he came was to note that it 
is “a light-hearted queer satire along the lines of, say, 
Kiss Me Guido!’ In fact, there is nothing “queer” about 
it, at least not in the sense of recognizing the social 
processes that continue, except in a few blessed parts of 
San Francisco and a handful of other locals around our 
world, to cast us who are not straight as most despica¬ 
ble other. And it reinforces our straight culture’s dis¬ 
missal of us as anything notably different by showing 
“queer” as no more than faddish, empty word play, 
nothing more than a meaningless banner, hanging from 
a freeway overpass, having no connection to the film’s 
“plot.” The film should be subtitled: There Ain’t Really 
Any Difference Between Same-Sex and Straight Sex. 

Much of the audience at the Castro on Tuesday, 
March 9, applauded at the end of the film’s well-craft- 
ed shimmer chic. So Gary Morris’s felicitous view of 
Relax ... is likely widely shared, but his failure to even 
hint at this film’s being a lesbigayer hymn to hetero- 
normative thinking raises doubts about the B.A.R.’s 
ability to offer insightful film reviews for us who ac¬ 
tually do act queerly.

miliar with, as his only nomina¬ 
tion opponent. Gore should be 
looking better than he currently 
is when paired up with either of 
his two likely Republican oppo¬ 
nents in the November 2000 gen¬ 
eral election, Texas Governor 
George W. Bush and former 
cabinet secretary and Red Cross 
president Elizabeth Dole. 

Indeed, some of the Democ¬ 
ratic Party strategists have begin 
scratching their heads as to why 
Gore currently trails Bush, the 
likely eventual GOP nominee, by 
as much as 20 percentage points, 
and trails Dole, who’s never run 
for office, by as much as 12 
points. Why does Gore perform 
so poorly in the early trial heats 
that pollsters are running be¬ 
tween him and the top GOP con¬ 
tenders? 

A recent Pew Research Center 
Poll showed that most people 
want the next president to have 
policies similar to those held by 
President Bill Clinton but vastly 
different personal qualities. The 
poll showed that Gore should fit 
the bill perfectly. However, when 
the Pew pollsters asked these vot¬ 
ers whether there was a chance 
that some voters or none at all 
would vote for various candi¬ 
dates next year, they found out 
that 45 percent replied they like¬ 
ly would never vote for Gore, 
while only 22 percent said there 
was a good chance they would 
support him. Bush was flatly re¬ 
jected by only 27 percent of those 
asked, while 32 percent said there 
was a better than likely chance 
they would vote for him. 

Gore strategists, playing down 
the poll numbers, are quick to 
point out that both Bush’s and 
Dole’s numbers in these very 
early polls are inflated by their 
family-derived name recognition 
- he’s the son of the former pres¬ 
ident and she’s the wife of the 
GOP’s 1996 nominee - and the 
fact that neither has been sub¬ 
jected to the scrutiny of a nation¬ 
al campaign. To be sure, there has 
been the name Dole or Bush on 
the national Republican ticket for 
a number of years, but as vice 
president for six years and a U.S. 


senator before that (as was his fa¬ 
ther), the Gore name is about as 
close to a well-known name as 
any politician could hope for. 

Republicans, as expected, 
point out that the poor Gore poll 
numbers against Bush and Dole 
demonstrate, at a minimum, that 
the losses they have sustained in 
the Clinton scandal wars, and the 
beating Republicans in Congress 
took over impeachment, will not 
damage their chances of recap¬ 
turing the White House next 
year. On the other hand, while 
Gore appears to be headed to¬ 
wards a relatively easy 
Democratic nomina¬ 
tion, Bush will be fac¬ 
ing certain primary 
fights from those 
even more conserva¬ 
tive than he is, such 
as Patrick Buchanan, 
Gary Bauer, and New 
Hampshire 
Senator Bob 
Smith, all of 
whom feel 
Bush has “moderate” positions 
on issues like abortion (Bush is 
“pro-life,” but with some restric¬ 
tions), gay rights (Bush is far 
from a gay rights advocate, but 
less a homophobe than his far 
right Christian opponents), and 
immigration. 

Clearly, Gore and the Democ¬ 
ratic Party campaign strategists 
expect the Republican fight for 
the presidential nomination to 
result in an all-out brawl between 
Bush and his more conservative 
opponents, leaving the GOP frac¬ 
tured much like Buchanan and 
others did to Bob Dole in 1996. 

So, do the early polls showing 
Gore in real political trouble 
mean much? Probably not, It is 
much too early to be taking the 
polls seriously, but, the check¬ 
book Democrats who will be fi¬ 
nancing the Gore for President 
campaign next year are getting 
just a bit edgy at the early poll 
numbers. Incidentally, some Las 
Vegas oddsmakers reportedly 
have the early nominees in 2000 
as Gore and Dianne Feinstein 
for the Democrats, with Bush 
and Dole for the GOP. Let the 
games begin. 

Politics and people 

Rocker Elton John did a gig 
at Orlando’s Hard Rock Cafe last 
Friday; 2,000 fans showed up and 
raised $150,000 for John’s AIDS 
foundation. 

Those who know them best 
are predicting that the divorce 
battle between Congresswoman 
Ellen Tauscher (D-Walnut 
Creek) and her husband, William 
Tauscher, a millionaire Republi¬ 
can computer magnate, will get 
real nasty - and public. None of 
this is expected to damage 
Tauscher politically; she’s very 
popular in her East Bay district. 

In Sacramento, no one invites 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
and state Controller Kathleen 
Connell to the same cocktail par¬ 
ties; no love lost between Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis and state Super¬ 
intendent of Public Instruction 
Delaine Eastin either. 

Meanwhile, state Democratic 
leaders, giddy over Los Angeles 
being named the spot for their 


national convention next year, 
are giving most of the credit to 
that city’s mayor, Republican 
Richard Riordan, for winning 
the party’s nod. 

City Hall gossips are saying 
that both Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano and 
Supervisor Leland Yee are still 
thinking of running for mayor. 

Neither Gore nor Bradley are 
expected to show up at the Cali¬ 
fornia Democratic Party’s state 
convention next weekend in 
Sacramento. 

Mark Hinkle of Morgan Hill, 
was re-elected state chair of the 
Libertarian Party of California 
last week; Rodney Austin of 
Frenso is the new northern vice 
chair. 

Jeremy Hallisey, the 30- 

year-old son of attorney and De¬ 
mocratic Party heavyweight Je¬ 
remiah Hallisey, and a political 
consultant formerly with Jack 
Davis & Associates, was named 
last week by Davis to head the 
governor’s San Francisco office. 

Georgia GOP Congressman 
Bob Barr, probably one of the 
most anti-gay, hateful members 
of the House of Representatives, 
is expected to be in San Francis¬ 
co Saturday, March 27, to speak 
to the National Court Reporters 
Association, which reportedly 
has numerous gay and lesbian 
members, at 2:30 p.m. at the Re¬ 
naissance Parc 55 Hotel. The 
topic, “Ethics in the Judicial Sys¬ 
tem in Y2K.” 

In New York, George magazine 
publisher John F. Kennedy, Jr. 
says he has a “rather large bet” 
that Hillary Rodham Clinton 

will run for the U.S. Senate next 
year; I’d be willing to wager 
Kennedy a rather small bet she 
won’t run. 

Speaking of the first lady, ru¬ 
mors persist of marital woes in 
the White House. Even some of 
the Clinton’s closest friends took 
note that Hillary Clinton was 
conspicuously absent from the 
president’s recent trips to Central 
America and the dedication of 
his boyhood home in Hope, 
Arkansas. Reporters scoffed 
when the White House said that 
she missed the trips because of a 
“back problem,” pointing out 
that a day later, Hillary made a 
frenzied trip to New York to 
speak to party officials about her 
possible Senate race, and showed 
no signs of a “back problem.” 

Some Democratic Assembly 
members are reportedly grum¬ 
bling that their leader, Speaker 
Antonio Villaraigosa is spend¬ 
ing just a bit too much time on 
planning a 2001 race for mayor 
of Los Angeles and not enough 
time being leader of the lower 
house in Sacramento. He’s shrug¬ 
ging off the complaints but does¬ 
n’t deny interest in the L.A. City 
Hall job. 

In Denver last week, the 1,400- 
member First Plymouth Congre¬ 
gational Church voted to sanc¬ 
tion same-sex marriages, not to 
discriminate against gays in 
church employment, and to form 
a support group for homosexu¬ 
als; 20 smaller churches of the 
same denomination in Denver 
offer full acceptance of gays and 
lesbians. ▼

percentage of dykes who attend - 
many of whom make there living 
as coaches with this as their annu¬ 
al professional meeting in a high¬ 
ly homophobic profession - cir¬ 
culate freely with other lesbians, 
but avoid being seen in 
a group of only two. 

Caught in a twosome, 
and you are outed. The 
winner gets to keep her 
job. 

Of course, we’re all 
good at it; basketball is a 
game of deception. 

Fake right, go left. 

Before I go too 
far in stripping the 
tournament of all 
its basketball dignity and turning 
it into some kind of orgiastic les¬ 
bian rite of passage, let me say 
that I am a card-carrying basket¬ 
ball coach who attends for the 
basketball. 

At 3,1 was the only girl in the 
sweat-stenched gym-turned-po- 
lice station where my father 
played basketball on weekends. I 
spent childhood summers as the 
only girl playing pick-up at Proc¬ 
ter Street School. As was often the 
case then, I am still generally the 
only female in the man’s world of 
pick-up basketball. 

So, what have I learned from 
35 years of pick-up? 

First, progress is slow, but real. 
I am delighted by how much 



“cooler” it is today to be a female 
athlete. The stigma my generation 
of athletes suffered - you were not 
feminine enough, too manly, a 
lesbian if you were any good at 
sports - has dissipated. 

Dissipated, not dis¬ 
appeared. Recently I at¬ 
tended a college Field 
hockey game. Some 
guys arrived to cheer for 
a dorm mate. Awesome, 
I thought, guy fans at a 
field hockey game - not 
so in my day. They 
seemed to respect 
the athleticism 
and cheered sup- 
portively. But, 
when an opposing player started 
to dominate play, the men start¬ 
ing talking among themselves, 
later actually taunting an oppos¬ 
ing player - about steroid use, 
being from an Eastern Block 
country, “she thinks she’s a man.” 
(used as a pejorative, what does 
THAT mean coming from a 
man?!) Finally, as if on cue, one of 
them announced, “She must be a 
dyke.” 

So how good does a Michael 
Jordan or Wayne Gretzky have to 
be for someone to use his talent 
and hustle AGAINST him? Is 
there such thing as “too good” for 
a male athlete? Though it has 
been raised higher than in my day,

/ n February 19, Billy Jack 

II Gaither, 39, was blud¬ 
geoned to death with an ax 
handle by Charles Monroe But¬ 
ler, Jr., 21, and Steven Eric 
Mullins, 25. “Mullins and Butler 
stated the reason they killed him 
was because he was a homosex¬ 
ual. We believe this to be the 
true motive,” said Coosa 
Country Sheriff’s Deputy A1 
Bradley. While there has 
been no lack of media 
attention on the heels 
of this grisly murder, 
the quality of coverage 
has been inconsistent, 
to say the least. Here 
are some notable ex¬ 
amples: 

• The Birmingham 
News attempted to 
provide balanced coverage of 
this tragedy. On March 4, a 
straightforward article on the 
details of the murder character¬ 
ized Gaither as a kind son, who 
may or may not have been gay. 
On March 10, a piece entitled, 
“Mourners For Gay Man Decry 
Hatred,” was unequivocal in its 
support of a Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church service to honor 
Gaither which called for an end 
to violence against gays. 

• On March 15 Newsweek re¬ 
ported that Mullins and Butler 
planned to murder Gaither be¬ 
cause he had made a sexual over¬ 
ture towards one of them. It was 
irresponsible not to assert with¬ 
in the article that even if Gaither 
had made a pass, it was in no 
way justification for homicide. 

• Time’s March 15, “A Burning 
in Alabama” was extremely 
thoughtful, quoting Gaither’s 
brother Randy as saying that, 
“Regardless of his personal life 
or anything, he doesn’t deserve 
to be killed for this.” Sylvester 
Monroe, the reporter for this 
piece, elicited the comments of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, and took the oppor¬ 
tunity to reinforce the necessity 
to pass hate-crimes legislation 
across all 50 states. 

• The New York Times , was 
among the first of the news out¬ 
lets to bray “homosexual panic” 
as a possible justification for this 
murder. Its March 5 headline 
read, “2 Confess to Killing Man, 
Saying He Made a Sexual Ad¬ 
vance.” Four days later, on March 
9, the newspaper made a 180-de¬ 
gree turn. In an editorial enti¬ 
tled, “Billy Jack Gaither’s Life 
and Death,” it stated that the re¬ 
sponse to an unwanted invita¬ 
tion is simply, “No, thanks.” In 
this terse article, it also called for 
Alabama’s hate crimes law to be 
broadened to protect victims 
from crimes based upon sexual 
orientation, and made the con¬ 


nection that coming out is a nec¬ 
essary act if we are to end bigotry 
and prejudice. 

• In the University of Iowa’s 
March 9 Daily Iowan , Beau El¬ 
liot’s “Waiting For Justice In a 
Burgeoning Culture,” was a well- 
timed diatribe, reflecting on 
what he terms “this culture of in¬ 
tolerance.” As Elliot observed, 
“The killings of Byrd and Shep¬ 
ard and Gaither should blare like 
air-raid sirens on the national 
conscience, if there is such 
an animal.” His brief, yet 
probing, discussion made 
the point that conserv¬ 
ative politics advance a 
culture of hate. 

• The Associated 
Press followed the tact 
that a sexual advance 
provided justification 
for Gaither’s murder. 

• The March 9 
20/20 featured an in¬ 
telligent segment on 

the Gaither’s death. Interviewing 
friends and family, the news¬ 
magazine examined the hateful 
attitudes shared by some in this 
small American town, attitudes 
which may have fueled homo¬ 
phobia and led to Gaither’s mur¬ 
der. The silhouetted faces of his 
two sisters, fearful of the homo¬ 
phobia of their town and stigma 
attributed to the families of les¬ 
bians and gay men, told 20/20 
how much they loved Gaither, 
gay or straight, and described 
their own parents denial over the 
recent revelation that he was gay.

there remains an athletic ceiling 
for girls. What an ironic image it is 
to keep raising the bar for girls to 
jump under! 

As a high school coach, I worry 
about who it is that sets that bar. 
Who decides how aggressive, phys¬ 
ical, competitive girls can be? How 
“feminine” they “should” be? Con¬ 
sider this, the girls’ varsity team I 
coach played 25 games this season, 
and the only female head coach 
that my players saw ... was me. 

Of course, the boys’ team saw 
even fewer women head coaches 
in the course of its season. Few 
boys in America will ever have a 
female coach. Girls, on the other 
hand, can expect to play for a 
male coach at some point in their 
athletic careers. Title IX, federal 
legislation that has allowed 
women in sports to demand equi¬ 
ty under the law since the 1970s, 
has helped to increase the number 
of girls and women playing 
sports. However, its passage ush¬ 
ered in a decline in the number of 
women coaches. A smaller per¬ 
centage of women are coaching 
today - at both the high school 
and college levels - than when I 
was in high school. Prior to Title 
IX, 90 percent of college women’s 
teams were coached by women; 
today only 47 percent are. 

When there was little money 
or status in women’s sports, it was 
fine to let women be in charge. 
Ironically, as Title IX allowed 
coaches and officials in women’s 
athletics to make more money, 
those jobs - a field dominated by 
women when I was a child - be¬ 


came sought after and increasing¬ 
ly secured by men. 

I am all for “the best person for 
the job,” and I have known, played 
for, and been privileged to coach 
beside many wonderful male 
coaches in a variety of women’s 
sports, but questions do arise for 
me when: 1) girls see so few 
women in sports leadership posi¬ 
tions; 2) women have both 
dropped out and been pushed out 
of a career path that they domi¬ 
nated when it was marginalized by 
society; 3) half of the coaching 
jobs, in practical terms, are off- 
limits to women because women 
are not seen as viable leaders of 
men and boys; 4) an old boys’ net¬ 
work remains in place on the hir¬ 
ing end; and 5) homophobia re¬ 
mains a hiring factor, and the best 
way to avoid hiring a lesbian - and 
that is a priority for many athletic 
directors - is to hire a man. 

If a school actually stated that 
it wanted a woman to fill a vacan¬ 
cy for a position coaching a girls’ 
team, there would be an outcry of 
“discrimination” against men and 
possibly a court case. But with half 
the jobs closed to women, as I be¬ 
lieve positions coaching men are, 
why is there no outcry about dis¬ 
crimination? 

When Coach K retires from 
Duke, we all know that a man will 
fill his shoes. When Pat Summit 
retires from Tennessee, I am not 
so sure that a woman will fill her 
pumps. Few women whose re¬ 
sumes include coaching women 
successfully are considered quali¬ 
fied for a men’s college or NBA 
coaching job, yet men who have 
coached or simply played men’s 
basketball are generally consid¬ 
ered sufficiently qualified to lead 


a women’s team. What does that 
say about the way we envision 
women as leaders - of men, of 
women, of people? 

Shooting hoops in my drive¬ 
way, I learned to expect my jump 
shot to fall. Not everyone shared 
that expectation for me. When I 
wore my letter sweater proudly at 
my college’s big football game as a 
sophomore, an alum in a raccoon 
coat asked, “What sport?” 

“Basketball,” I answered 
proudly. 

“Oh, is your boyfriend on the 
team?” 

I owe an enormous debt to the 
women who pushed for change - 
some of whom were later pushed 
out for it - or for being dykes. The 
NCAA was only a men’s organiza¬ 
tion when I was a freshman in col¬ 
lege, and when men’s and 
women’s programs merged, it was 
not the women who were put in 
charge of the combined pro¬ 
grams. Some felt that the merger 
with the NCAA was a hostile 
takeover of the AIAW, the Associ¬ 
ation of Intercollegiate Athletics 
for Women. 

This year marks 25 years of 
women’s basketball at Stanford 
and a number of other big-time 
programs. To see the Cardinal lose 
in The Big Dance, as the women 
did last week to the University of 
Maine, still speaks to what a long 
way, baby, women’s basketball has 
come. 

Still expectations die slowly. If 
you think that Title IX has filtered 
down into the social sphere, come 
with me to the playground. I still 
can’t get the guys to pass me the 
ball, and when my jump shot falls 
sweetly through the net, everyone 
except me still seems surprised. ▼ 
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Youth, theater featured 
at SF AIDS conference

i|P he 11th National HIV/AIDS 
Update Conference starts 
I this Tuesday, March 23 in 
San Francisco, and in addition to 
reports from prominent re¬ 
searchers, physicians, and others 
in the field, youth and theater will 
be featured at the event that runs 
through Friday, March 26 at the 
Bill Graham Civic Auditorium. 

Registration for the conference 
is $300 per person and $125 for 
people living with HIV/AIDS and 
students with valid identification. 
Approximately 2,000 people are 
expected to attend the AIDS con¬ 
ference this year. 

Health Initiatives For Youth 
(HIFY), is spotlighting the pro¬ 
found effect the epidemic has had 
on adolescents and young adults 
through a series of events, under 
the theme “Keep It Real,” that will 
bring together HIV-affected 
youth from across the country 
along with service providers, ad¬ 
vocates, and other professionals. 

“Young people living with HIV 
are their own best advocates,” said 
HIFY’s Chris Boehm, a young 
person living with HIV. “In bring¬ 
ing together youth and adult pro¬ 
fessionals, we hope to foster a 
partnership which will better arm 
young people to fight this epi¬ 
demic.” 

“Keep It Real” will feature 12 
workshops devoted to youth is¬ 
sues, along with a range of other 
activities. The goal is to educate 
young people and help them 
apply new information to their 
home communities. 

The plenary session on Thurs¬ 


day, March 25 will be entirely de¬ 
voted to youth issues. The Na¬ 
tional HIV/AIDS Update Confer¬ 
ence is one of the largest 
HIV/AIDS conferences in the 
country, bringing together people 
living with HIV, service providers, 
and policy makers to build skills 
and become educated about new 
advances in the fight against the 
epidemic. In keeping with this 
year’s theme, “Partnering Science 
and Practice,” presentations will 
include not only the latest re¬ 
search, but also front-line experi¬ 
ence of those affected by research 
findings. 

Theater festival 

The conference will also show¬ 
case the ninth AIDS Theater Fes¬ 
tival, organized by Hank Tavera. 
The festival includes HIV-related 
plays, performance art, music, 
and sketches by groups and indi¬ 
viduals from across the country. 

“In establishing this festival in 
1989, we pioneered the idea of 
presenting AIDS theater and per¬

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Head roils Richmond

" he head was carefully placed 
in the middle of a foot- 
ll bridge leading to a riverside 
park in Richmond, Virginia. It 
was found by a couple out walk¬ 
ing on March 1. The police found 
its body, nearly a mile away. To¬ 
gether the pieces once formed 
Henry Edward Northington, a 
man known to his friends as 
Eddie. 

Slowly the story began to 
spread around, it took nearly a 
week to make it into print. How 
and why Northington lost his 
head remains a mystery. But 
someone appears to have been 
sending a message. 

The Richmond gay communi¬ 
ty feels it was for them. The foot¬ 
bridge leads to a section of the 
James River Park known as a gay 
cruising area. Police have made 
highly publicized arrests there in 
the past. 

“Overkill is a huge symptom, a 
huge piece of what makes us think 
that a particular incident might 
be a hate crime,” said Shirley Less¬ 


er. She is the Richmond-based ex¬ 
ecutive director of Virginians for 
Justice a state lesbian and gay po¬ 
litical organization. 

Virginians know that perhaps 
a dozen gay men were strangled 
by a serial killer in the Tidewater 
region of the state, their bodies 
dumped in isolated areas. Two 
young lesbian campers were mur¬ 
dered in the Shenandoah Nation¬ 
al Forest, the case remains un¬ 
solved. And a few years ago, a 
Richmond teenager was beaten to 
death by her three lesbian house¬ 
mates in a romantic triangle 
turned ugly. 

Northington’s story is a com¬ 
plicated one. He was a gay man, 
39, a strapping 6 foot 4 inch man 
who weighed 220 pounds. He was 
a familiar sight in the city’s gay 
bars and restaurants, a character 
more renown than beloved. 

His problem apparently was 
demon rum. “He’d have trouble 
keeping his ha'nds off of people,” 
recounted bartender Paige Arm¬ 
strong to the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch. “He’d be too physical 
with people. Annoying.” He was 
banned from at least one estab¬ 


lishment for that behavior. 

There were times when Nor¬ 
thington appeared to be talking 
gibberish or carrying on a conver¬ 
sation with an imaginary friend. 
Sometimes he appeared to be 
heavily medicated, prescription or 
otherwise. He would sleep in city 
parks or shelters for the homeless, 
though his family lived in the 
area. 

“He had a home,” said his 
mother Dorothy Webb, “but he 
wanted to see it all. Material 
things didn’t mean anything to 
him.” The family accepted his 
being gay. 

“It may be a hate crime, it may 
be a sex crime, it may be a ritual¬ 
istic crime,” said Detective 
Thomas Leonard who is leading 
the investigation. “The big ques¬ 
tion is: Why? It’s one thing to kill 
someone, it’s another to cut their 
head off.” 

The life that Northington once 
lived offers fertile ground for 
speculation. And until the ques¬ 
tion of “why” is answered, many 
people in Richmond will be look¬ 
ing nervously over their shoul¬ 
ders. T

the leaders of the march - 
Watkins, the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, Gaither’s hometown 
friend Phillip Meeks, and mem¬ 
bers of the transgender commu¬ 
nity including 19-year-old fe- 
male-to-male transgender John 
Torno - marchers at the back of 
the phalanx tromped past the 
Detour bar and shouted at men 
smoking outside the black-fa¬ 
cade building, saying “Do some¬ 
thing for your community! An¬ 
other Saturday night at that 
same old dive? One of ours is 
dead, you Detour faggots!” 

Watkins organized the per¬ 
mits just days before the vigil 
and spoke passionately under the 
street lamps and the glare of a 
camera that filmed the small 
group at the plaza’s historic site. 
There, several speakers present¬ 
ed their thoughts and feelings, 
and participated in a spiritual 
purging of the elements of hate 
and violence. 

The transgender community 
was well represented at the vigil. 
Transgender speakers focused 
their concerns first on the death 
of Gaither, then, and more 
adamantly, on the complete ab¬ 
sence of organized marches on 
the occasions of transgender 
murders. 

“Billy Jack Gaither was bru¬ 
tally murdered and we are 
angry,” said Rosalyne Mont¬ 
gomery, a middle-aged transgen¬ 
der woman from San Francisco. 
“But we want you to know that 


there has been an average of one 
transgender murder every 
month; there has been eight 
transgender murders since Au¬ 
gust; there has been two trans¬ 
gender murders in Texas in Feb¬ 
ruary, the third in Texas in two 
months, and the media does not 
do its job in covering these hor¬ 
rible acts. On February 26, an¬ 
other transgender killing oc¬ 
curred in Texas. Does anyone 
march for these, our dead? No. 
It’s time the community comes 
together. We must stand up and 
fight the hatred and the violence 
and the killing.” 

One supe at vigil 

Mark Leno was the only gay 
supervisor to attend the vigil. 
President of the Board of Super¬ 
visors Tom Ammiano and Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz were both 
out of town, and expressed their 
disappointment at being unable 
to attend. 

“We need to be represented 
by as many gay officials as possi¬ 
ble,” said Jason Karelia, a 23- 
year-old San Francisco gay man 
who held a candle at Harvey 
Milk Plaza. 

“The laws don’t necessarily 
change attitudes,” Leno told the 
B.A.R. “This murderous, anti¬ 
queer climate is directly affected 
by the messages our legislators 
communicate. Hate crimes legis¬ 
lation must include the protec¬ 
tion of our community, and all 
fair-minded elected officials will 
need take a strong stand against 
the Knight initiative, or be held 
liable for any additional hate 
crimes against the queer com¬ 


munity, should it pass.” 

Community activist Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca spoke at the vigil 
and later expressed to the B.A.R. 
his disappointment in the atten¬ 
dance at LGBT community ral¬ 
lies, demonstrations, and march¬ 
es. “I don’t know what exactly is 
happening, but it seems like the 
changes in San Francisco - the 
high rents, the yuppification of 
the Castro, the driving-out of the 
grassroots elements of San Fran¬ 
cisco - is inhibiting the gay com¬ 
munity’s ability to come togeth¬ 
er in strong numbers. 

“The Shepard vigil was a lot 
larger, and perhaps it’s because 
Matthew was young and blond 
and cute, all the characteristics 
gay men love. But it’s got to go 
beyond that. I think the Gaither 
vigil was very powerful and those 
that were there could feel it. It 
would be wonderful if our com¬ 
munity would come together 
and experience the transforming 
power of these marches, as one 
community,” Avicolli Mecca said. 

The vigil concluded with a call 
for an end to all of the phobias 
that exist, spoken by one of the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence: 
“We call for an end to homopho¬ 
bia, heterophobia, xenophobia; 
we call for an end to racism, sex¬ 
ism, ageism.” The list continued 
and with each call the sister 
looked to the sky, and out of her 
mouth she breathed fire. The fire 
lit the sky above the crowd, and 
the pulse of excitement at this 
purging was collectively experi¬ 
enced. “We call for an end to ha¬ 
tred, for hate has no place in the 
family of humanity.” ▼

' if ' he Hate Crimes Prevention 
Act (HCPA) of 1999 was 
It launched at a bipartisan Capi¬ 
tol Hill news conference Thursday, 
March 11, orchestrated by the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC). 
The bill would add gender, sexual 
orientation, and disability to pro¬ 
tected classes under current federal 
law. It revives one introduced in the 
last session of Congress. 

The HCPA would offer legal 
grounds for federal assistance 
with these types of crimes where 
local authorities request it, or fed¬ 
eral intervention when there was 
reason to believe that local offi¬ 
cials were not adequately pursu¬ 
ing such crimes. 

“We owe it to the families of 
[James] Byrd and [Matthew] Shep¬ 
ard and [Billy Jack] Gaither and 
perhaps others we don’t know,” 
said Representative John Conyers 
(D-Michigan), a leading sponsor. 
He is the ranking Democrat on the 
House Judiciary Committee. 

Senate Judiciary Committee 
member Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) 
has scheduled a hearing in April. 
At the end of a similar proceed¬ 
ing last July, he felt that the legis¬ 
lation was “too broadly written” 
and could not gain the 60 votes 
necessary to close off a possible 
filibuster in the Senate. 

Vice President A1 Gore, in a 
statement released by his office, 
said, “We must send a clear and 
strong message to all who would 
commit crimes of hate: It is 
wrong, it is illegal, and we will 
catch you and punish you to the 
full force of our laws.” 

FBI statistics for 1997 show 
that anti-gay hate crimes were 14 
percent of all reported hate 
crimes. That is up from 8.9 per¬ 
cent in 1991. 

Gay and lesbian anti-violence 
groups maintain that the federal 
numbers dramatically under¬ 
count what is occurring in the 
streets, and that the problem is 
much worse. But they concede 
that rising numbers also reflect 
an increased willingness of both 
victims and law enforcement to 
report these incidents and treat 
them seriously. 

“We hope that Congress will 
have the will and the conscience 
to do what many state lawmakers 
this year have failed to do,” said 
Kerry Lobel, executive director of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF). That is to 
address hate crimes “by passing 
legislation that is of great impor¬ 
tance, both symbolically and 
practically.” 

Only 21 states have hate crimes 
laws that include sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Legislatures in Wyoming, 
Idaho, Oklahoma, and Montana 
have defeated hate crimes measures 
this year, while the governor of 
New Mexico has vetoed a measure 
passed by that state’s Legislature. 

Doubts and opposition 

Last July, Deputy Attorney 
General Eric H. Holder, Jr. testi¬ 
fied before Hatch’s committee in 
support of the HCPA. He said 
that under existing law, over the 
last two decades, the Justice De¬ 
partment has prosecuted on aver¬ 
age only 20 of these cases a year. 

So expansion would not be a sig¬ 
nificant drain of resources. 

Some point to Holder’s state¬ 
ment as demonstrating little need 


for such federal legislation. State 
and local authorities have vigorous¬ 
ly and effectively pursued recent 
high-profile murders such as those 
of Shepard and Gaither, earning 
praise from local gay activists. And 
lower level crimes are not likely to 
draw federal intervention. 

Even within the lesbian and 
gay community there is opposi¬ 
tion to hate crimes legislation. 
New York City attorney and ac¬ 
tivist Bill Dobbs, with Queer 
Watch, says that the police en¬ 
forcement environment “has 
changed significantly” in the last 
15 years since the legal strategy of 
enacting hate crimes laws was 
formulated. “We have to rethink 
this push,” Dobbs said. 

Dobbs argued, “Criminal law 
in this country covers every kind 
of victim. Discrimination law 
does not. Why are we focusing on 
something where we are already 
protected?” He used the example 
of New York where efforts in Al¬ 
bany for a state hate crimes bill 
are “a tragic waste of political 
capital” which would be better 
used in trying to repeal the state 
sodomy statute. 

Richard Sincere, president of 
the libertarian group Gay and Les¬ 
bians for Individual Liberty, is op¬ 
posed to the principal of hate 
crimes laws. He called them “feel¬ 
good laws whose primary results 
are thought-control, violating our 
freedom of speech and of con¬ 
science.” 

Others are worried about the 
expansion of federal authority. A 
criminal justice task force of the 
American Bar Association called 
this trend “misguided, unneces¬ 
sary and harmful,” in its report 
“The Federalization of Criminal 
Law,” issued on February 14. For¬ 
mer Reagan Attorney General 
Edwin Meese chaired the group. 

The explosion of federal crim¬ 
inal law, historically the domain 
of states and localities, has be¬ 
come so extensive that “there is no 
conveniently accessible, complete 
list of federal crimes,” the report 
stated. 

The report also noted that 
while federal funding of anti¬ 
crime efforts has grown substan¬ 
tially, 95 percent of all prosecu¬ 
tions are still handled by state and 
local authorities. 

The Washington Post cau¬ 
tioned in a February 23 editorial: 
“When Congress considers crime 
legislation, it certainly should pay 
careful attention to the real law 
enforcement purpose - not mere¬ 
ly the short-term political gains 
to be had by appearing tough on 
crime.” It urged consideration of 
repealing some existing federal 
criminal statutes. 

Many Californians see the 
danger of expanded federal juris¬ 
diction being played out over the 
medical use of marijuana. The 
state is one of several where vot¬ 
ers have legalized such use. But 
federal officials have sought to 
negate the local will through its 
own criminal prosecution. 

Paul Varnell, in his syndicated 
column, wants to see efforts 
aimed at the root causes of hate 
crimes. He is urging gay and les¬ 
bian leaders to push the Clinton 
administration for action beyond 
the symbolic one of passing a law. 

Among his suggestions are a 
study by the National Institutes of 
Health to better understand the 
causes of homophobia, a “zero- 
tolerance” policy of anti-gay ha¬ 
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rassment in the classroom, and a 
“national dialogue on homopho¬ 
bia” modeled after President Bill 
Clinton’s initiative on race. 

“The real challenge is to get 
equal protection of the laws,” said 
Dobbs. “That means no quick 
fixes like a hate crime law, that 
means going out on the street, 
and agitating, and forcing the 
public, the prosecutors, the police 
to take seriously crime against 
gays and lesbians.” ▼

It reduces 
the amount of virus in your blood and 
increases the number of CD4 cells. 

SUSTIVA can even be used in young 
children, 3 years of age or older This is 
based on results from controlled clinical 
trials at 24 weeks. Presently, there are 
no results from controlled clinical trials 
showing the long-term effects of SUSTIVA. 

SUSTIVA has manageable side 
effects. Most side effects are mild to moderate and can 
be managed.The most significant side effects associated 
with SUSTIVA therapy have been nervous system symptoms 
(dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating 
and/or abnormal dreams) and rash.These usually subside 
within the first two to four weeks of treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. Taking SUSTIVA 
at bedtime may help make nervous system symptoms 
less noticeable. 


Pregnancy should be avoided in women receiving SUSTIVA 
because birth defects have been seen in primates dosed 
with SUSTIVA. Barrier contraception should always be 
used in combination with other methods of contraception. 

Talk to your doctor when you start taking 

SUSTIVA. SUSTIVA may change the effect of other 
medicines (including ones for HIV). Always tell your doctor 
if you are taking, starting or changing any 
prescription or non-prescription medicine 
when taking SUSTIVA.Your doctor may 
change your medicines or change their 
dose.You should discuss your prior 
medical conditions (such as mental illness, 
substance abuse, hepatitis, etc.) with your 
doctor before taking SUSTIVA. 

We know that coping with HIV is difficult 
enough. Your treatment doesn’t have to 
be. Ask your doctor about SUSTIVA. For 
more important information see the next page for Patient 
Information about SUSTIVA.

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill 
your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source 
of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking 
your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. 
You should not change or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under 
the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid 
driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 


Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com.

issue was in the hands of the fed¬ 
eral government, and that it “may 
take a long time” to get them to 
accept such local programs. 

However, Lockyer said that un¬ 
like his predecessor Dan Lungren, 
he would be “sensitive to local 
community perspectives on the 
issue,” and that his office would 
not directly intervene in opposi¬ 
tion to local medical marijuana 
clubs. 

Lungren actively sought to 
close medical marijuana clubs. 

Lockyer’s presence at the din¬ 
ner was another sign of the nu¬ 
merous differences between Lock¬ 
yer and Lungren. 

“The attorney general’s speech 
at the BALIF dinner symbolizes 
the change in attitude at the high¬ 
est levels of the Department of 
Justice about the gay and lesbian 
community,” said deputy attorney 
general Kevin James, a former 
BALIF co-chair. 

Lockyer’s speech, his first 
major address to a Bay Area LGBT 
group since taking office in Janu¬ 
ary, discussed a number of specif¬ 
ic changes he has made in his first 
two months in office. Lockyer 
joked about his first day on the 
job, and the difference between 
his administration and Lungren’s. 

“He left behind five copies of 
Reefer Madness ” Lockyer joked, 
highlighting the office’s shift on 
medical marijuana. 

Much of Lockyer’s initial work 
has been rescinding Lungren’s of¬ 
ficial opinions and withdrawing 
from lawsuits where Lungren had 
filed legal briefs. In his first weeks 
on the job, he withdrew briefs in 
a Tennessee case opposing appli¬ 


cation of age discrimination laws 
and in a Georgia lawsuit opposing 
application of the federal Ameri¬ 
cans with Disabilities Acts to state 
governments. 

Lockyer also withdrew Lun¬ 
gren’s brief opposing same-sex 
marriages in Hawaii, and orga¬ 
nized six other attorneys general 
from western states to oppose a 
controversial federal appellate de¬ 
cision that allows landlords to dis¬ 
criminate against unmarried cou¬ 
ples on religious grounds. 

“I could spend a year just with¬ 
drawing Lungren’s briefs” Lockyer 
said, half-jokingly but also appar¬ 
ently amazed at the widespread 
extent of Lungren’s intervention 
into lawsuits around the country 
on behalf of conservative causes. 

Lockyer said that he is enjoy¬ 
ing his new position, and favor¬ 
ably compared it to his experience 
as president pro tern of the state 
Senate from 1994 to 1998, noting 
that as attorney general he can 
take direct actions each day that 
produce tangible results. 

“It’s an honor, and every day is 
a treat,” Lockyer concluded. “I 
hope I will always merit your sup¬ 
port.” 

Awards, memorials 

Lockyer’s speech capped a full 
evening of awards and memorials 
at the dinner, which was attended 
by local lawyers, elected officials, 
and judges, including California 
Supreme Court Justice Stanley 
Mosk, who is also a former state 
attorney general. This year’s event 
was “one of the most successful 
ever,” dinner committee co-chair 
Mark DeCastro of the San Jose 
City Attorney’s office told the 
B.A.R. 

A special verbal recognition 
and ovation was given to recently

retired municipal court Judge 
Herb Donaldson, who was the 
first openly gay male judge ap¬ 
pointed to the San Francisco 
bench. 

BALIF’s Community Service 
Award was given to local philan¬ 
thropist, business, and communi¬ 
ty leader James C. Hormel. A 
graduate of the University of 
Chicago Law School, he later 
served as assistant dean and dean 
of students of that law school, and 
established a public service law 
program at the school to encour¬ 
age law students to go into public 
service. 

Hormel has been in the spot¬ 
light in recent years after endow¬ 
ing a center for gay and lesbian re¬ 


sources at the new San Francisco 
Main Library, and because of the 
controversy over President Bill 
Clinton’s appointment of Hormel 
as ambassador to Luxembourg 
and the U.S. Senate’s ongoing fail¬ 
ure to consider confirming the ap¬ 
pointment. 

A BALIF supporter “since its 
inception,” Hormel praised the 
group for serving a “chronically 
underserved community.” 

BALIF’s Legal Service Award 
was given to the AIDS Legal Re¬ 
ferral Panel (ALRP). The agency 
was originally started as BALIF’s 
first community service project in 
1983, and after serving 30,000 
people over the following 15 
years, the agency now has 11 staff, 
offices in San Francisco and Oak¬ 
land, and a network of over 600 
volunteer attorneys. 

ALRP Executive Director 
Irwin Keller delighted the crowd 
by singing his acceptance speech, 
written to the tune of the “Minute 
Waltz.” The song’s frantic pace 
was apparently partly in response 
to the dinner committee’s request 
that recipients keep the speeches 
short and the pace lively. Keller is 
a member of the drag a cappella 
singing group, the Kinsey Sicks. 

Outside the dining room, 
Keller and ALRP had a table pro¬ 
moting a fundraiser for the 
agency, selling tickets to the Fri¬ 
day, May 21 performance of the 
Tony Award winning hit musical 
Rent. 

One of the evening’s more se¬ 
rious moments was a tribute to 
the late attorney Tom Steel, one of 
BALIF’s founders and a promi¬ 
nent progressive civil rights attor¬ 
ney. Steel’s longtime friend and at¬ 
torney colleague Cris Arguedas 
recounted stories about Steel’s 
role in founding the group and in 


landmark legal cases on behalf of 
the gay and lesbian community. 
Arguedas presented a plaque to 
Steel’s partner, Dr. Milton Estes. 
Estes, himself a civil rights leader 
and national vice chair of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
described Steel as living a life of 
“joyous attachment,” saying that 
he was always “diving into life.” 

Estes said that Steel was aware 
that “what is important is the love 
we give and the work that we do.” 
The tribute concluded with the 
announcement that the Pride Law 
Fund, a tax exempt sister organi¬ 
zation of BALIF, has created a 
postgraduate fellowship for LGBT 
attorneys in Steel’s name. Each 
year, the fellowship would fund a 
new attorney for that year to sup¬ 
port their work on projects to ad¬ 
dress unmet legal needs in the 
LGBT and HIV/AIDS communi¬ 
ties. It would be the first fellow¬ 
ship of its type in the nation. 

The Pride Law Fund is begin¬ 
ning a $250,000 endowment drive 
to support the Steel Fellowship. A 
donor has agreed to match dona¬ 
tions of $500 or more, up to a total 
of $50,000. The Pride Law Fund will 
host a benefit cocktail party on 
Tuesday, April 13 at the 2223 restau¬ 
rant, on Market between Sanchez 
and Noe streets in San Francisco.

Medical marijuana 
case moves forward

i he law does not permit the 
m use of marijuana to treat a 
variety of ailments. ... Yet 
the [federal] government itself 
provides marijuana to another 
group of persons suffering illness¬ 
es,” wrote U.S. District Judge Mar¬ 
vin Katz Wednesday, March 10. 
Does that violate the equal pro¬ 
tection clause of the Constitution? 

Katz was not prepared to an¬ 
swer the question, but he did be¬ 
lieve it serious enough to reject 
the governments motion to dis¬ 
miss the case. He ordered 
Kuromiya v. the United States to 
move forward to the stage of dis¬ 
covery in preparation for trial. 

The dichotomy stems from 
the trial of Robert Randall for 
using marijuana to control his 
glaucoma. As part of the 1978 
settlement, the federal govern¬ 
ment established a compassion¬ 
ate use program that provides 
him with government grown 
marijuana. Few people knew 
about it, only 15 gained access to 
the program. 

But by 1991 word spread 
about using marijuana to treat 
AIDS wasting and people living 


with AIDS (PWA) began to flood 
the office with applications for 
compassionate use. The Bush ad¬ 
ministration panicked, froze en¬ 
rollment of those it had already 
approved, and eventually termi¬ 
nated the compassionate use pro¬ 
gram altogether. 

However the federal govern¬ 
ment has continued to supply 
marijuana to the original 15 en- 
rollees, now lowered by death to 
eight, even though it argues that 
marijuana is of no medical value. 

Kuromiya v. the United States 
was filed on July 3 in Philadelphia. 
Kiyoshi Kuromiya is the lead 
plaintiff in the 165-member class 
action suit drawing plaintiffs from 
around the country. Attorney 
Lawrence Hirsch said he recruit¬ 
ed Kuromiya because of his “total 
respect for the man.” 

Kuromiya is a longtime ac¬ 
tivist. He was severely beaten and 
hospitalized during civil rights 
demonstrations in the South in 
the 1960s. He was one of a dozen 
lonely souls at the first national 
gay rights demonstration, at the 
Liberty Bell on July 4,1965. He is 
a respected national AIDS activist. 
And he was the lead plaintiff in 
the landmark case that struck 
down government censorship on 


the Internet. 

He says he joined the case be¬ 
cause of his own experience with 
severe nausea and wasting associ¬ 
ated with AIDS medications. “I 
can be sitting in front of food and 
not be able to even look at it.” But 
after smoking a bit of marijuana, 
“I can eat a full meal.” He also has 
supplied donated marijuana to 
people with other debilitating 
conditions. 

“The last thing someone deal¬ 
ing with the symptoms of cancer 
chemotherapy wants is to be ar¬ 
rested,” he said. “The last thing 
that someone with AIDS wasting 
wants is to end up in a jail cell. 
And yet that is our federal gov¬ 
ernment’s approach.” 

Katz rejected a number of the 
broader claims made by plaintiffs 
and limited the question to that of 
equal protection. But in taking the 
more conservative route, he places 
the case on more incremental 
legal terrain where the eventual 
decision is more likely to be sus¬ 
tained upon appeal. 

Kuromiya believes the discov¬ 
ery process will uncover memos 
“that will be very embarrassing on 
the reasons why they felt they had 
to end the compassionate use pro¬ 
gram.” Y 


Barney Frank introduces 
federal medical marijuana bill

|p|| n Tuesday, March 4, Repre¬ 
sentative Barney Frank (D- 
yP Massachusetts) introduced 
a bill that would allow marijuana 
to be prescribed by doctors for 
certain medical conditions. Many 
patients use medicinal cannabis 
for indications such as controlling 
nausea caused by chemotherapy, 
stimulating the appetite to allevi¬ 
ate HIV/AIDS-related wasting, 
and reducing eye pressure due to 
glaucoma. 

Frank’s measure, the Medical 
Use of Marijuana Act, would 
reschedule cannabis to Schedule 
II, giving it a status similar to 
drugs such as cocaine that are 
legally controlled but have recog¬ 
nizable medical uses and may be 
prescribed under certain condi¬ 
tions. According to Frank, “The 
irony is, of course, that many 
drugs much more harmful, much 


more powerful, and much more 
addictive than marijuana can be 
prescribed.” 

According to the proposal, the 
federal government may not pro¬ 
hibit or restrict the prescription 
or recommendation of marijua¬ 
na by a physician for medical use, 
prohibit an individual from ob¬ 
taining and using marijuana 
from a prescription for medical 
use, or prohibit pharmacies from 
obtaining and holding marijuana 
for prescription by a physician 
for medical use, as long as such 
use is in accordance with state 
law. The bill would remove fed¬ 
eral sanctions on states that insti¬ 
tute laws allowing the medicinal 
use of cannabis. Stated Frank, 
“What we need to do to get mar¬ 
ijuana into the hands of people 
suffering is to set aside the feder¬ 
al controls on marijuana, so the 
states can determine this issue for 
themselves.” 

The proposed legislation 


would also require federal author¬ 
ities to provide marijuana for 
medical research. 

Co-sponsors of the bill include 
Representatives Tom Campbell 
(R-Campbell), John Conyers (D- 
Michigan), John Olver (D-Massa- 
chusetts), Nancy Pelosi (D-San 
Francisco), Pete Stark (D-Hay- 
ward), and Lynn Woolsey (D- 
Marin). 

The bill is not predicted to do 
well in the House, which last fall 
voted 310 to 93 to adopt a resolu¬ 
tion stating that marijuana is a 
dangerous drug and should not be 
approved for medical use. This is 
the third time that Frank has in¬ 
troduced such a measure, and it 
has been defeated each time. The 
political climate has shifted some¬ 
what since the last attempt, how¬ 
ever, as several states have ap¬ 
proved medical marijuana initia¬ 
tives and a few cities have begun to 
try to find ways to provide medic¬ 
inal cannabis to ill citizens. Y

M report issued Monday, 
March 15, criticizes the Pen- 
tagon for not enforcing its 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” (DADT) 
policy by stating that harassment 
of gays and lesbians in the military 
more than doubled in 1998. Ac¬ 
cording to their own records, the 
armed forces last year discharged 
the highest number of personnel 
for homosexuality in 11 years. Yet 
in an interview, Colin Powell, the 
retired general who helped craft, 
first implemented, and was the 
most ardent supporter of the poli¬ 
cy, said he continues to stand by it. 

The Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network (SLDN), a na¬ 
tional gay rights group, counted 
400 cases of anti-gay harassment 
in the military last year, including 
death threats, compared with 182 
violations in 1997, a 120 percent 
increase. (See story, page 1.) 

While the Pentagon declined 
comment on the SLDN figures, 
Powell, former chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, said Tuesday, 
March 16, that while he had not 
seen the report, he has not changed 
his view that DADT should be 
continued. Asked if he would sup¬ 
port the policy if he were still the 
nation’s top military commander, 
he stuck to his guns: “Yes, just as 
the current chairman [Army Gen¬ 
eral Henry Shelton] does. There’s

been no change in the thinking 
among the military about that.” 

Powell was interviewed in 
Providence, Rhode Island, where 
he was promoting his America’s 
Promise project, which mobilizes 
society’s various sectors to build 
and strengthen the character of 
the nation’s youth. Although he 
rarely grants interviews, and then 
only to discuss the public service 
program, he answered questions 
about gays in the military as he 
left an event for inner city youths 
at the city’s convention center. 

He met with members of 
Youth for Action, a local group 
performing community service. 
Giving them a mixed message, 
Powell answered one question 
about how to deal with advice 
from parents and other adults by 
saying, “You ultimately have to 
satisfy yourself.” 


He said when he was an inner 
city youth, he drew inspiration 
from “people living a good life, 
people who have good character.” 
Powell cited marriage as the cen¬ 
ter of society: “For those of you 
who don’t marry, it doesn’t mean 
you can’t have a life, but it’s nice 
to have a partner, children and 
grandchildren.” 

Ironically, one of the young peo¬ 
ple he met is openly gay. After a skit 
the group presented on the impor¬ 
tance of abstinence from sex to avoid 
contracting HIV, Luis Pagan, 15, a 
youth coordinator with the group, 
told the general he admires him and 
that “I’m in every risk group for 
AIDS, including sexual orientation.” 
Later, Pagan asked Powell to be a 
Youth for Action adviser. 

President of his high school’s 
Gay/Straight Alliance, Pagan was 
asked how he equates his admira¬ 
tion for Powell with his apparent 
homophobia. 

“I run into a lot of homopho¬ 
bic people,” he explained. “I try to 
understand that they have their 
own views. Although they can’t 
accept me, I as a gay person accept 
them. So, although he might have 
those views, I still look at him as a 
great man because of his positive 
aspects. I try to focus on the high 
points, just as I hope people look 
at my high points and not just at 
the fact that I’m gay. Rather, look 
at the things I do first and my sex¬ 
ual orientation secondly.” ▼

fear or coming out and being fired 
for who they are.” 

The military is discharging 
three to four people every day for 
being gay, even while the services 
are not meeting their goals for re¬ 
cruitment or retention. Osburn 
said, “The pink slips the past five 
years have cost American taxpay¬ 
ers $130 million” just to replace 
those who were kicked out. 

And the problem is much big¬ 
ger than that. Other service mem¬ 
bers, both gay and straight, “are 
fed up” with the atmosphere and 
are leaving at the end of their en¬ 
listment, he said. 

“Lack of leadership” is the rea¬ 
son why anti-gay harassment has 
soared, added Michelle Benecke, 
SLDN’s other co-director. She 
knows that lower level comman¬ 
ders “take their cues from the 
top.” And she charged, “Senior 
military leaders have been AWOL 
when it comes to stopping anti¬ 
gay harassment.” 

There was a touch of sarcasm 
in Benecke’s voice as she conclud¬ 
ed, “One would think the Penta¬ 
gon could find room in its budget 
to let its people know the rules.” 

“One reason military leaders 
continue to flout their own code 
of conduct - not to mention the 
law of the land - is that they con¬ 
tinue to get away with it,” she said. 
“In five years, no one has been 
held accountable for harassing, 
asking, or pursuing service mem¬ 
bers in violation of the law.” 

SLDN is calling upon the Clin¬ 
ton administration to do four 
things. First, disseminate the guid¬ 
ance that has languished in the bow¬ 
els of the Pentagon for the last two 
years, and conduct comprehensive 
training to stop harassment. 

Second, issue guidance on the 
intent of the policy, to limit inves¬ 
tigations, and stop prying into 
private letters and diaries. 

Commanders need to be held 
accountable for violations of 
DADT. And, finally, a process 


needs to be established whereby 
service members can seek redress 
when their commanders err. 

In 1997 the Pentagon wrote 
guidance on implementing 
DADT, but it was never distrib¬ 
uted to field commanders. It was¬ 
n’t for lack of money. Earlier this 
year SLDN wrote it’s own memo 
covering the same topic and sent 
it to every major command. The 
cost was $1,130. 

Beginning March 22, Osburn 
and Benecke will spend three days as 
guests of the Pentagon at Lackland 
Air Force Base near San Antonio, 
Texas. The training facility account¬ 
ed for 65 percent of the Air Force’s 
homosexual discharges last year. Os¬ 
burn said they “hope to begin to 
start developing relationships with 
individuals there to try understand 
better what is happening.” 

However, SLDN will not be 
talking with anyone who has been 
discharged under DADT. The Air 
Force sighted the Privacy Act in 
declining to provide those names. 

It is more than a bit ironic that 
if the military had respected the 
privacy of those individuals while 
they were in the service, many of

tions are an unnecessary infringe¬ 
ment on personal freedom, and 
that public sex environments with 
private spaces can be effective 
venues for prevention education. 

The guidelines were proposed 
by DPH in October 1996, with¬ 
drawn in December after public 
outcry, then reinstituted in early 
1997. Debate about the regula¬ 
tions continued throughout the 
first half of that year. In January, a 
new group, Community United 
for Sexual Privacy (CUSP) 
formed to oppose the standards. 
In March, the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Democratic Club moved to op¬ 
pose the guidelines.

them likely never would have 
been discharged. 

At the news conference, Rob 
Gaige, a Cornell University Navy 
ROTC midshipman, recounted an 
experience that happened to him. 
A ROTC instructor asked, “What’s 
on your jacket, Gaige?” He ex¬ 
plained that the red ribbon stood 
for AIDS awareness. 

“What, are you some kind of 
fucking homo?” the instructor 
replied. 

Gaige said that soon after¬ 
wards, “while giving a physical fit¬ 
ness briefing, the officer chal¬ 
lenged my sexuality in front of the 
entire battalion by wrongly insin¬ 
uating that I was sexually involved 
with a fellow midshipman.” 

As time went on some of his 
ROTC peers joined in harassing 
Gaige and made threats of assault. 
They escalated over the years. 

Finally the midshipman went 
to his commanding officer, saying 
he was gay, seeking to have the ha¬ 
rassment stopped. The officer’s 
response was to tell the entire bat¬ 
talion and initiate proceedings to 
drum Gaige out of the ROTC pro¬ 
gram. ▼ 


tive officer of the San Francisco 
Foundation, and Katz became the 
interim health director.

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AIDS-fighting protein in tears, saliva

N ew York researchers said 
Monday, March 15 that the 
elusive AIDS-fighting com¬ 
pound scientists have been seek¬ 
ing in the urine of pregnant 
women may be a common pro¬ 
tein that is also found in human 
tears and saliva. 

In a study in Tuesday’s issue of 
the Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences , New York 
University biochemistry professor 
Sylvia Lee-Huang says the protein 
is known as lysozyme. Lysozyme, 
an enzyme present in saliva and 
tears, is produced in high levels 
during pregnancy. It was identi¬ 
fied about 75 years ago by Alexan¬ 
der Fleming, who discovered 
penicillin. 

Lee-Huang says this may ex¬ 
plain why HIV-1 is not transmit¬ 
ted through saliva and tears. 

In the new study, the scientists 
found other anti-AIDS proteins 
associated with a pregnancy-relat¬ 
ed hormone - enzymes called ri- 
bonucleases. Lee-Huang says find¬ 
ing these proteins opens a door to 
new strategies against the disease 
and may be the basis for better 
anti-AIDS drugs. One advantage 
to these compounds, she says, is 
that they occur naturally in the 
body and may not have the seri¬ 
ous side effects seen with most 
AIDS treatments. 

She says the next step will be to 
further study the proteins in the 
laboratory and in animal trials to 
see if they can be turned into a 
new AIDS therapy. 


The new research is the latest 
finding based on an observation 
made about five years ago. Scien¬ 
tists found that transmission of 
HIV from mother to child is rare 
during the first trimester of preg¬ 
nancy. They traced this protective 
effect to a pregnancy related-hor¬ 
mone, called human chorionic 
gonadatropin (HCG), and found 
it had activity against AIDS and 
the AIDS-related cancer, Kaposi’s 
Sarcoma. Small clinical studies 
showed that the hormone shrank 
KS tumors. 

Later researchers, including 


AIDS pioneer Robert Gallo, dis¬ 
covered that it wasn’t the hor¬ 
mone that attacked the virus, but 
most likely a protein related to the 
hormone. In a study last year in 
the journal Nature Medicine , 
Gallo called this substance human 
chorionic gonadotropin associat¬ 
ed factor, or HAF. 

In the current research, Lee- 
Huang purified the part of the 
HCG molecule that was a prime 
candidate for having anti-viral ac¬ 
tion and found that the purer the 
HCG, the less effective it was 
against cells infected with HIV. 


So, Lee-Huang went back to 
the unpurified HCG, teased apart 
all the proteins in the mixture, 
then tested them for their activity 
against the AIDS virus. 

She found that the two proteins 
tightly bound to the hormone - 
human lysozyme and ribonucleas- 
es - had anti-AIDS activity. 

The scientists also isolated the 
proteins from mother’s milk, 
white blood cells, chicken egg 
white and cow pancreas and 
found that they had potent activ¬ 
ity against the virus. 

Virologist Nava Sarver, of the 


AIDS division at the National In¬ 
stitute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases, says Lee-Huang has 
identified good candidates and 
reasonable candidates. 

But she adds, “This by no 
means says these are the only 
ones.” She says many groups are 
hunting for the mysterious anti- 
AIDS compound, and much 
more work needs to be done to 
prove that these proteins are what 
scientists have been seeking. 

She says, “Whether this is the 
elusive factor is an open ques¬ 
tion.” ▼ 


GLMA urges universal hepatitis vaccinations for gay men

T he Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association (GLMA) is call- 
m ing for universal hepatitis A 
and B vaccinations for men who 
have sex with men. A recent re¬ 
port completed by GLMA, a na¬ 
tional organization of 2,000 gay 
and lesbian physicians and med¬ 
ical students, also calls for all 
health care organizations to up¬ 
date vaccination recommenda¬ 
tions in order to slow the spread 
of this highly communicable, po¬ 
tentially life-threatening virus. 

“While health care providers 
working with gay [and bisexual] 
men have understandably focused 
attention on HIV, the fact is that 
gay [and bisexual] men are at in¬ 
creased risk for other medical con¬ 
ditions which also have fatal conse¬ 


quences,” according to Dr. Darren 
Carter, chairperson of the GLMA’s 
policy committee. “It is long past 
time for health institutions to ad¬ 
dress other pressing health needs 
among gay [and bisexual] men, es¬ 
pecially hepatitis A and B.” 

Gay and bisexual men are at 
greater risk in contracting the 
virus through anal sex, especially 
oral-anal sex, and through the use 
of recreational drugs, through 
contact with chemicals and poi¬ 
sons, and by alcohol abuse. The 
virus first attacks the liver and can 
cause inflammation and liver fail¬ 
ure, can be either acute - of limit¬ 
ed duration - or chronic, which 
leads to numerous health compli¬ 
cations with a much higher de¬ 
gree of morbidity. 

“We agree on this recommenda¬ 
tion,” Dr. Mitch Katz, San Francis¬ 
co’s health director, told the Bay 



Area Reporter. “Hepatitis A and B 
are preventable diseases. We pro¬ 
vide vaccination against both A and 
B at our primary care clinics and at 
San Francisco General Hospital.” 

, Paul Cotten, director of the 
Berkeley Steamworks Health In¬ 
formation Program, enthusiasti¬ 
cally supports GLMA’s recom¬ 
mendations and is interested in 
providing vaccinations at the 
bathhouse facility. “We absolutely 
think this is a great recommenda¬ 
tion and whole-heartedly support 
the idea of universal vaccina¬ 
tions,” Cotten told the B.A.R. “In 
the past, we have sponsored he¬ 
patitis B vaccinations at the 
Berkeley Free Clinics, and we 


would welcome the opportunity 
to do similar sponsorship for both 
hepatitis A and B.” 

“We hope that funding is avail¬ 
able,” Carter added, “either 
through local or state government 
or through the CDC [Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention], 
to offer easier vaccination accessi¬ 
bility, through the creation of out¬ 
reach programs such as mobile 
vaccination centers that can target 
establishments frequented by gay 
and bisexual men.” ▼

crimination or different treat¬ 
ment in employment or opportu¬ 
nity based on actual or perceived 
sexual orientation.”

; ow that the ink has settled 
: on the sixth annual Confer- 
ence on Retroviruses and 
Opportunistic Infections, it may 
be possible to look at the confer¬ 
ence less as a source for publicity 
and more as a reflection on the 
state of AIDS research. This con¬ 
ference was developed six 
years ago as an antidote 
to the huge, political¬ 
ly oriented and phar- < 
maceutical company 
dominated Internation¬ 
al AIDS Conference that 
now happens every second 
year. On off years like 
1999, however, the 
retrovirus conference, 
which has always 
been held in the U.S. 
with government sponsorship, is 
by default the major AIDS science 
conference of the year. As if to 
scare people off, the last two have 
been held in February in Chicago.

The main thrust of the retro¬ 
virus conferences has been to 
minimize the circus elements, in 
theory to emphasize science. This 
has taken the form of limited reg¬ 
istration, no company displays, 
and a minimum number of con¬ 
current sessions. 

The organizers say they want 
to have a small, intimate confer¬ 
ence in comparison to the inter¬ 
national conferences. So, atten¬ 
dance has been capped at some¬ 
thing over 3,000, which no one 
considers small. Registration has 
been limitedto applicants who 
have a scientific reason for attend¬ 
ing the conference (no investment 
types), and scholarships for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and activists have 
been severely limited and com¬ 
petitive. Beyond that, a high reg¬ 
istration fee, $500, and a first- 
come, first-served registration 
have added the impression of ex¬ 
clusivity. This year there were only 
20 full scholarships and 30 partial 
scholarships of complementary 
registration and a hotel discount 
for treatment activists. Only five 


of the full scholarships and 15 
partial scholarships went to ac¬ 
tivists or community-based indi¬ 
viduals from the U.S.; the rest 
went to international participants, 
so our presence was, actively or 
passively, severely limited. 

The big news item of the con¬ 
ference this year was Beatrice 
Hahn’s very impressive work on 
the origins of HIV-1 from chim¬ 
panzees. This captured media at¬ 
tention as much for its public 
interests (endangered ani¬ 
mals, a mystery solved, 
an ecological and 
human crisis in West- 
central Africa) as for 
its elegant science. 
While there are genuine 
ramifications for 
AIDS research, par¬ 
ticularly in under¬ 
standing how HIV-1 
can coexist in these 
healthy animals, from a scientific 
standpoint the finding is largely of 
academic interest compared to 
other issues raised - and not 
raised - in the conference.

This brings us to the issue of 
what qualifies as science. In its 
early years, this conference was al¬ 
most equally balanced between 
treatment and pathogenesis, basic 
science on the disease itself. This 
was a unique opportunity for 
those working with patients to in¬ 
teract with those on the cutting 
edge of research. With the popu¬ 
larity and commercialization of 
this conference, the basic science 
portion has been forced some¬ 
what to the back burner. Ben 
Cheng of Project Inform (PI), 
who follows this as closely as any¬ 
one, regrets that there is less and 
less opportunity for these impor¬ 
tant interactions. 

The more basic research that is 
presented tends to favor the big 
names and high profile issues. 
This year that meant that a great 
many of the “basic science” pre¬ 
sentations were actually about the 
ramifications of early treatment 
and how to activate reservoirs of 
resting cells, which in turn could 
re-activate the HIV eradication 
effort. 



BCA to host community

T he Black Coalition on AIDS

and concerns about HIV/AIDS 
services, funding, housing, and 
substance abuse treatment are en¬ 
couraged to attend the meeting. 

Positive Directions Equals 
Change is co-sponsoring the ses¬ 
sion, described as an opportuni¬ 
ty to set the stage for dialogue 
about HIV/AIDS services and 
funding between various city de¬ 
partment heads, clients, commu¬ 
nity groups, and service 
providers. 

With rapidly changing 
HIV/AIDS demographics, people 
in African-American communi¬ 
ties and those who serve them 
need to be at the forefront as pro¬ 
grams develop, evolve, or dis¬ 
solve, organizers said.

BCA staff members said.

PI summarized the science by 
saying this was “a very schizoid 
conference, with researchers opti¬ 
mistic and long-time patients and 
clinicians disappointed.”

Because the number of oral 
presentations is limited and even 
more because of the composition 
of the meeting planning groups, 
AIDS Clinical Trial Group 
(ACTG) trial results seem to get 
most of the clinical speaking slots. 
Pi’s Cheng complained that 
“ACTG trials get presented no 
matter how well or poorly de¬ 
signed or whether the results are 
important or interesting.” Of 
course, the results of these trials 
need to be communicated, but 
other, more stimulating research 
gets buried behind the biggest 
trial network and its questionable 
research agenda. 

AIDS.inc 

The powers of the marketplace 
were everywhere, barely beneath 
the surface at this conference (as 
at so many others). Companies 
took a lot of people to dinner, 
sponsored a lot of presentations 
and receptions, and monopolized 
the presentations on new drug de¬ 
velopment. 

More troubling is how that 
drug development is proceeding. 
The focus seems to be on market 
share rather than resolving the 
bigger problems of this disease. 
The majority of new drugs are im¬ 
provements on already-approved 
approaches with better market po¬ 
tential: less-frequent dosing, no 


food restrictions, and improved 
potency in antiviral naive patients. 
What is lacking from these consis¬ 
tently upbeat presentations is any 
attempt to look at the drugs in 
combination except with other 
drugs from the same company, or 
in patients experiencing treatment 
failure. As PI pointed out, manu¬ 
facturer claims about the lack of 
cross-resistance in new drugs tend 
to fade quickly. And fade is the op¬ 
erative word. Certain drugs like 
the Gilead nucleotide analogs just 
disappeared from the oral presen¬ 
tations at Chicago. In this envi¬ 
ronment, no news could very well 
be bad news. 

At the same time, the poster 
presentations became more ag¬ 
gressive and slick. Not having dis¬ 
plays has put mutational pressure 
on the drug companies to find 
other ways to promote their 
products, which has taken the 
form of moving in on the poster 
sessions. Poster sessions used to 
be an opportunity for young or 
non-mainstream researchers to 
show and discuss their work, but 
this year the posters were domi¬ 
nated by drug companies. The 
companies provide their internal, 
and understandably biased, re¬ 
searchers, and the academic re¬ 
searchers sponsor extravagantly 
printed billboard-like displays 
and a large supply of expensively 
printed reprints. The reprints are 


welcome, but this poster inflation 
ups the stakes for the small guys 
and outsiders to get any atten¬ 
tion. 

Vaccines.nothing 

Finally, though vaccines have 
found their place in AIDS re¬ 
search, they made a poor showing 
at this conference. The vaccine re¬ 
search accepted and presented 
was not the best. This fact is evi¬ 
denced by the Keystone Vaccine 
Conference, which occurred at a 
nice ski resort a few weeks earlier. 
This, unfortunately genuinely ex¬ 
clusive conference, had dozens of 
posters and presentations that 
were more important and more 
interesting than the ho-hum stuff 
at the retrovirus conference. Ei¬ 
ther the retrovirus meeting 
should become solely a treatment 
meeting or some real work needs 
to be done in future years to im¬ 
prove its coverage and focus. 

So, don’t be sorry if you didn’t 
get to the retrovirus conference. 
There’s lots of information in 
newsletters and a number of com¬ 
munity follow-up sessions (often 
funded by companies). By staying 
home and using the web, you 
don’t miss much. By limiting this 
conference it has become largely a 
press-oriented and insider event. 
This leaves those of us really need¬ 
ing the AIDS science as the extras 
at AIDS.ink. ▼

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IEP director Thomas Sinclair dies at 47

' homas M. Sinclair, executive 
director of the Immune En- 
il hancement Project (IEP) in 
San Francisco, died Monday, 
March 8, of complications from 
AIDS. He was 47. Sinclair passed 
away quietly and comfortably at 
his home in the company of Barry 
Savage, his partner of 23 years. 

A memorial service will be 
held this Saturday, March 20 at 2 
p.m. at Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church-San Francisco, 150 Eu¬ 
reka Street. A reception will fol¬ 
low. 

Born and raised in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Sinclair attended Antioch 
College in Ohio and graduated 
from the University of Oregon. 
While a student in Oregon, he 
met Savage and they soon had 
their first home together on a 
farm in Eugene. In 1979 Sinclair 
moved to Paris and spent a year 
studying French at the University 
of Poitiers, where he obtained a 
grande diploma from La Varenne, 
Ecole de Cuisine, in Paris. Shortly 
afterwards, Savage moved to Paris 
and together they started Sav¬ 
age/Sinclair Specialty Catering. 

Sinclair was an active force in 
the fight against AIDS since the 
beginning of the epidemic, start¬ 
ing as a volunteer for the AIDS 
Action Committee in Boston. He 
worked on their hotline to pro¬ 
vide support and information on 
AIDS and sexually transmitted 
diseases and crisis counseling for 
people at high risk for AIDS. 

Sinclair’s overwhelming desire 
to serve the community led him 


to San Francisco in 1987, where 
he enrolled at the American Col¬ 
lege of Traditional Chinese Medi¬ 
cine and received his master’s of 
science degree in traditional Chi¬ 
nese medicine in 1990. 

At IEP, Sinclair served as a staff 
acupuncturist, clinical director, 
and executive director during his 
four-year tenure. He oversaw the 
supervision and education ser¬ 
vices of the practitioners and pro¬ 
vided information to over 800 
HIV-positive patients. As a li¬ 
censed acupuncturist he handled 
treatment of IEP patients and 
wrote the agency’s quarterly 
newsletter that was distributed to 
over 2,500 people. 


Several years ago, Sinclair re¬ 
ceived a research grant from the 
Office of Alternative Medicine at 
the National Institutes of Health 
to conduct an acupuncture/herbal 
HIV-related sinusitis clinical trial. 
The study compared the effects 
between the use of herbs and 
acupuncture and the use of the 
antibiotic Augmentin for the 
treatment of chronic sinus infec¬ 
tion in people living with HIV. 

Because of Sinclair’s research in 
the area of blending of traditional 
Chinese medicine with knowledge 
of the latest trends and treatments 
available for HIV disease, he was 
frequently invited to make presen¬ 
tations to groups of patients and 


practitioners working with people 
living with AIDS (PWA). 

The Community Advisory 
Board of the Community Con¬ 
sortium, an association of doctors 
and clinics conducting research, 
recognized Sinclair for his work at 
IEP and voted him on to the 
board of directors. 

In 1995, Sinclair was appoint¬ 
ed to the HIV Health Services 
Planning Council, formerly 
known as the CARE Council. As 
part of that body, Sinclair helped 
make funding decisions for near¬ 
ly $38 million in federal Ryan 
White CARE Act dollars. The 
funds serve the needs of 80 agen¬ 
cies serving over 54,000 low in-

come and underinsured PWAs in 
San Francisco, San Mateo, and 
Marin counties.

Polk Street's Marv Warren recalled as community pillar

0 undreds of San Francis- 
|Pi cans, including top city of¬ 
ficials, turned out on Sat¬ 
urday, March 13 to memorialize 
the passing of Marv Warren, who 
for many years was the proprietor 
of the popular QT bar on Polk 
Street and was a major figure in 
the gay and small-business com¬ 
munities. Warren passed away 
suddenly at his San Francisco 
home March 8 at the age of 58. 

At the standing room only ser¬ 
vice, held at the Halsted N. Gray- 
Carew & English Funeral Home, 
Mayor Willie Brown, former 
Mayor Frank Jordan, and Super¬ 
visors Leland Yee, Mark Leno, and 
Gavin Newsom were among

those who hailed Warren for his 
energy, humor, and diplomatic 
skills, which he employed vigor¬ 
ously and successfully working 


with other merchants, City Hall, 
the police department, and vari¬ 
ous neighborhood groups to 
achieve the revitalization of the 
Polk Street commercial corridor. 

“What’s difficult for me with 
Marv’s passing,” Yee told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “was he was always 
somebody you could turn to for 
help and guidance. He was a 
leader not only in the Polk Street 
area, but in the entire small busi¬ 
ness arena in San Francisco. He 
was a rare individual who could 
work with everybody.” 

“He had a real joyful spirit in 
his work,” said Leno. “He was dev¬ 
ilish in his humor, very focused 
on whatever issue he was advocat¬ 
ing, and always kept a smile on his 
face. He had a contagious energy.” 

Born in Bird City, Kansas on 


January 2, 1941, Warren was the 
son of the late Elton and Kather¬ 
ine Warren. He was reared in Col¬ 
orado, eventually moving first to 
Southern California, then to San 
Francisco, where he found his 
calling as a small business owner. 
He operated a Polk Street restau¬ 
rant, the Smoke House Broiler, 
before taking charge of the QT. 

A close friend and fellow Polk 
Street merchant, Karen Techeira 
of Freed, Teller & Freed, told the 
B.A.R. that Warren and her fami¬ 
ly always celebrated holidays to¬ 
gether: “He was a part of our fam¬ 
ily.” She and Warren talked daily, 
and that’s what she misses most. 

But more than that, Techeira 
added, Warren’s loss will be felt 
throughout the Polk Street corri-

dor. She said that when she was 
president of the Polk District 
Merchants Association (PDMA) 
in the early 1990s, the neighbor¬ 
hood was in decay, with many 
shops vacant and the population 
of homeless people living on the 
street increasing. Warren was the 
first bar owner to step forward to 
help change things around, and 
his work produced concrete re¬ 
sults. Soon there were police bi¬ 
cycle patrols, improved street 
lighting and cleaning, projects to 
alleviate the parking crunch, and 
a successful push to get Realtors 
to fill store vacancies. 

Warren thrust himself into 
community service, becoming 
not only president of the PDMA, 
but serving as president of the 
San Francisco Council District of 
Merchants Association, as a 
board member of the Golden 
Gate Restaurant Association, as a 
member of the Golden Gate Pa¬ 
cific Kiwanis Club, and as a mem¬ 
ber of many city commissions, 
including the Homeless Task 
Force, the Prostitution Task 


Force, and the Living Wage Com¬ 
mission. He served as a neighbor¬ 
hood liaison with City Hall under 
three mayors and the Board of 
Supervisors. Warren was instru¬ 
mental in developing the Reading 
School Junior Achievement Com¬ 
mittee, which brought merchants 
into the grade school to read 
books to the students and en¬ 
courage them to read. 

“When he took over as presi¬ 
dent of Polk District,” said Leno 
of Warren, “there were as few as 
two dozen members. As a result 
of his leadership, it’s grown to 300 
members in just a couple of years. 

The fate of the QT bar is un¬ 
certain right now, Techeira said. 
Warren’s partner in the business 
lives in Oregon, she noted, and 
will likely want to sell the bar. At 
present, the QT remains closed to 
business, and is unlikely to re¬ 
open anytime soon. 

As a single father, Warren 
raised three children. He is sur¬ 
vived by his son Terry, daughter- 
in-law Anne, and granddaughter 
Sarah; his son Todd; and his 
daughter Tammy. Warren is also 
survived by his brother Gaylord 
of Utah and sister Lisa of South¬ 
ern California. T

Patient Information about 

COMBIVIR® (lamivudine 150 mg/zidovudine 300 mg) Tablets 

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: lamivudine/zidovudine tablets 

Please read this information before you start taking COMBIVIR 
(pronounced KOM-bi-veer). Staying informed will help you to work more 
closely with your doctor and healthcare team to determine what is best for 
you. Remember, this information does not take the place of careful 
discussion with your healthcare provider. You should remain under a 
doctor’s care when using COMBIVIR and should not change or stop 
treatment without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

What is COMBIVIR? 

COMBIVIR is the brand name of a tablet that combines 
EPIVIR® Tablets (lamivudine tablets) [3TC®] and RETROVIR® 
(zidovudine) Tablets [AZT], two drugs which are used to treat 
HIV (human immunodeficiency virus). HIV is the virus that 
causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). 

How does COMBIVIR work? 

COMBIVIR is a combination of lamivudine (la-MIV-u-deen) and zidovudine 
(zF-DOHV-u-deen), two medicines (nucleoside analogues) that slow down 
the replication of the HIV virus. This can reduce the virus’ ability to infect 
new cells. It may help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. Lamivudine plus zidovudine when 
used together can have stronger (synergistic) effects against the virus. 
COMBIVIR is a convenient way of taking lamivudine and zidovudine. 
COMBIVIR should usually be taken with other anti-HIV therapy. 

Will COMBIVIR work the same as EPIVIR and RETROVIR taken together? 

Yes, taking one COMBIVIR Tablet twice a day is the same as taking one 
EPIVIR 150 mg Tablet twice a day and either two RETROVIR 100 mg 
Capsules three times a day or one RETROVIR 300 mg Tablet twice a day. 

How should I take COMBIVIR? 

Take COMBIVIR as your doctor prescribes it. The recommended dose is 
one COMBIVIR Tablet orally two times a day, with or without food. To help 
make sure you will benefit from COMBIVIR, you must not skip doses or 
take “drug holidays.” 

What should I do if I miss a dose of COMBIVIR? 

If you miss a dose by more than 4 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 4 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the 
regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of COMBIVIR at any one time. 

Does COMBIVIR cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

No, there is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking COMBIVIR 
may still develop infections or other illnesses associated with HIV. Because 
of this, it is very important to remain under the care of a healthcare 
provider. Use of lamivudine plus zidovudine has been shown to help 
patients with HIV infection stay healthy and live longer. 

Does COMBIVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No, COMBIVIR, as well as other HIV medications, has not been shown 
to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take COMBIVIR? 

You should not take COMBIVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction 
to either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

Do not take COMBIVIR at the same time as EPIVIR or RETROVIR because 
they also contain lamivudine and zidovudine. 

Individual dosing with EPIVIR plus RETROVIR, rather than COMBIVIR, 
should be considered for: 

■ A child under 12 years of age. 

■ A patient who weighs less than 110 pounds. 

■ Anyone who requires dosage adjustments due to drug side effects or poor 
kidney function. 


What medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
healthcare provider? 

Talk to your healthcare provider if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while taking COMBIVIR® 
(lamivudine 150 mg/zidovudine 300 mg) Tablets. Ask your doctor about 
enrolling you in the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: 1-800-258-4263. 

■ You are breastfeeding. Mothers infected with HIV should not 
breastfeed their infants because HIV is present in breast milk. 

Also talk to your doctor about: 

■ Problems with your blood counts. 

■ Problems with your muscles. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver 
disease, such as hepatitis. 

Can COMBIVIR be taken with other medications? 

Yes, COMBIVIR can be taken with most medications, including most 
anti-HIV drugs. Be sure to tell your healthcare provider about all 
medications, over-the-counter or prescription, that you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of COMBIVIR? 

Do not rely on this summary alone for information about side effects. Your 
healthcare provider can discuss with you a more complete list 
of side effects that may be relevant to you. 

The safety of COMBIVIR is not expected to be different from the safety of 
EPIVIR and RETROVIR given separately. 

In clinical studies of lamivudine plus zidovudine, side effects occurring 
in 5% or more of patients included: muscle and joint pain, headache, 
nausea, weakness and fatigue, nasal symptoms, cough, diarrhea, 
nausea and vomiting, neuropathy, trouble sleeping, fever or chills, loss of 
appetite, dizziness, abdominal pain or cramps, depression, skin rashes, and 
indigestion. 

It’s important to know that serious side effects can occur with 
COMBIVIR, such as a decrease in red and white blood cells and muscle 
damage. A buildup of lactic acid and an enlarged liver, including fatal cases, 
have been reported rarely with some HIV drugs, including nucleoside 
analogues. 

For HIV-infected individuals, periodic blood tests are recommended. 
If certain changes occur in your laboratory results while you are taking 
COMBIVIR, particularly if you become anemic or if your white blood cell 
count falls too low, your medication may need to be adjusted; your doctor 
may prescribe EPIVIR plus RETROVIR separately in place of COMBIVIR. 
Tell your doctor promptly about any side effects or other unusual 
symptoms you may experience. 

Other Information 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not 
use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep 
COMBIVIR and all medicines out of the reach of children. 

Like most prescription drugs, lamivudine and zidovudine were required to 
be tested on animals before they were allowed for human use. In animal 
studies with doses much higher than those used in humans, zidovudine 
was associated with vaginal tumors. Your healthcare provider can tell you 
more about how drugs are tested on animals and what the results of these 
tests may mean about safety for you. 

How should I store COMBIVIR Tablets? 

COMBIVIR Tablets may be stored at room temperature and do not 
require refrigeration. 

This provides a summary of information about COMBIVIR. If you have any 
questions or concerns about COMBIVIR or HIV, talk to your healthcare 
provider.

W jT e know it’s ridiculous. How can 
you compare Judy Holliday in 
Born Yesterday to Gloria Swanson in 
Sunset Boulevard? How about Ralph 
Fiennes in Schindlers List to Leonardo Di Caprio 
in What’s Eating Gilbert Grape? Yes, the Oscars are 
back, and on the Lord’s Day, no less. This year 
they’ve moved to Sunday, March 21, so that the truly 
sick among us can make it a weekend bender.

cept Marlon Brando. 

By the way, that movie was directed by Elia Kazan, 
who’s getting a Life Achievement Award this year. 
Some folks think that’s in bad taste. He ratted on many 
a Hollywoodian to the House Un-American Activities 
Committee and then was not so coincidentally given 
the greatest directorial assignments of the 1950s — 

Panic in the Streets, Streetcar, Viva Zapata!, On the Wa¬ 
terfront, East of Eden, Baby Doll, A Face in the Crowd, 
etc. His appearance is certain to be tense and possibly 
disruptive. He’s been passed over for coronation by 
the American Film Institute, and now the Academy 
has decided to do some venerating, ruined lives 
notwithstanding. How would you honor a fine film¬ 
maker who went to bed with Joseph McCarthy? 

For all of Oscar’s faults, the promise of tears (“the 
streets of heaven are too crowded with angels”), 
shocks (“Zionist hoodlums”) and idiocy (“you like 
me!”) is irresistible. So we sharpen our pencils, con¬ 
sult the tea leaves, and try to second-guess an august 
body of voters as disparate as Quentin Tarantino, 
Maggie Smith and Bob Hope.

When an award is as old as Oscar, it gets ever more 
difficult to find unprecedented little quirks and odd¬ 
ities in the balloting, let alone predict easy winners.

performance (Barry Fitzgerald in Going My Way) to 
Juliette Binoche edging out self-important cat-food 
hawker Lauren Bacall for Best Supporting Actress. 
Good taste is easy to recognize. 

Twin Lizzies 

Here’s one bit of strangeness — two women are 
nominated for the same character (Queen Elizabeth, no 
less) in two movies. That’s never happened in one year. 

Gloria Stuart and Kate Winslet were both nominated last 
year for their older/younger Titanic passenger, but that 
was just one (long) movie. Marlon Brando and Robert 
De Niro each won for their Vito Corleones, but their 
honors were for The Godfather of 1972 and The Godfa¬ 
ther, Part II of 1974, respectively. 

Here’s another — call it revenge of the sopho¬ 
mores. Ten of the 20 nominated actors are on their sec¬ 
ond acting nomination. Only 
one of the second timers is in 
the Best Actor cockfight, Nick 
Nolte in Affliction, and he 
stands a good chance of win¬ 
ning.

sion that helps the material tran¬ 
scend the fact that this is a big- 
ticket Broadway attraction that 
has become a major money ma¬ 
chine.

ucky as I felt to find myself

M shortly after it opened on 
Broadway in 1996,1 just couldn’t 
connect with the hugely hyped 
musical that left fellow theatergo¬ 
ers cheering. “Hair goes to hell” is 
how I described it then, but feel¬ 
ing like a prematurely grumpy old 
man for my indifference to the 
plight of these youthful charac¬ 
ters. All I can say now about that 
earlier review is, “Never mind.” 
Rent does rule. 

Why should a road company 
viewed from a less advantageous 
vantage in the cavernous Golden 
Gate Theatre cause such a 180? I’d 
had a considerable change in ex¬ 
pectations, of course, but more 
than that, I’d had a change in per¬ 
ception. The details of the some¬ 
times lumpily obvious plot are 
not what Rent is about. It’s about 
the passions of the characters, ap¬ 
propriate for a musical with roots 
in grand opera. And the cast that 
began a long run in San Francisco 
last week is passionate, to be sure, 
creating a crackling energy that 
knows no rest. 

La Boheme is the opera that 
Rent creator Jonathan Larson 
used to fashion his mostly sung 
tale of young artists living on the 
edge in New York’s Lower East 
Side. The parallels to Puccini’s 
work are considerable, from the 
characters and their situations to 
the ironic Christmas setting and 
the abuse of their landlord. Even 
the light-my-candle adagio that 
initiates the central romance 
comes straight from Puccini. 

But this is the mid-1990s, not 
the 1890s, and adjustments must 
be made. The poet Rodolfo has 
become rock musician Roger, 
while his roommate, the painter 
Marcello, is now the filmmaker 
Mark. Mimi, who seductively asks 
Roger to light her candle, is still 
Mimi, but she is now an erotic 
dancer rather than a seamstress. 
And more importantly, it is not 
tuberculosis that’s fast closing in 
on her, but rather AIDS. It is a 
condition that afflicts several of 
the characters in this pre-protease 
world, causing them to live, feel, 
react, and love at an abandoned 
pace. Puccini’s opera, of course, 
didn’t deal with sexuality beyond 
its heterosexual constraints, but 
Larson did, without hesitation. 

Larson’s music is mostly in a 
pop-rock vein, but this label does¬ 
n’t express the variety of sounds 
and moods that the onstage band 
and cast communicate with an 
often stunning force. “La Vie Bo¬ 
heme” and “Seasons of Love” are 
catchy take-home melodies that 
find a depth in the committed 
performances of the ensemble, 
while other songs ranging from 
calypso-pastiche to hard rock 
provide the principals with nu¬ 
merous individual showcases. 

Latex maid 

With a voice somewhere be¬ 
tween Rosie Perez and the ’60s 
folksinger Melanie, and a body 
made for latex, Daphne Rubin- 
Vega plays Mimi, the role she cre¬ 
ated on Broadway and is thrilling- 
ly recreating here. One of the 
highlights of her performance is 
“Out Tonight,” a Pat Benatar-style 
rocker that Rubin-Vega delivers 
with hot-to-trot fire. Dean Balk- 
will plays Roger with grim coun¬ 
tenance, and without the inviting 
leading-man looks of Broadway 


original Adam Pascal (who, some¬ 
what deceptively, is the poster boy 
for this production). But Balkwill 
manages to connect on his last- 
chance ballad “One Song Glory” 
and in the duet “Without You,” 
performed affectingly with 
Rubin-Vega. Trey Ellett, as the 
perennial observer Mark, has an 
appealing bouncy energy that 
threads its way throughout the 
production. 

As the lesbian lovers Maureen 
and Joanne, Erin Keaney and 
Kamilah Martin tear up the stage 
with the in-your-face duet “Take 
Me or Leave Me,” and Keaney also 
scores with a hilarious perfor¬ 
mance-art send-up. Shaun Earl, 
superb as the cross-dressing 
Angel, does fabulous hip hop in 
“Today 4 U,” while his lover, Mark 
Leroy Jackson as the techno-wiz 
Tom Collins, creates a moody 
spell as he sings about his dreams 
of someday living in “Santa Fe.”

L orraine Hansberry’s brief literary 
legacy was remembered in To Be 
Young, Gifted, and Black. Lisa B. 
Thompson’s Single Black Female pro¬ 
vides something of a challenging sequel. 
The new play, making its debut at The¬ 
atre Rhino, could be subtitled To Be Over 
30, Unmarried, Educated, Middle Class, 
Culturally Confused , Bisexual, and Black

“Since Puff Daddy, Dom Perignon has gone so ghetto,” remarks 
one single black female to her friend, who keeps four jelly jars 
among the Waterford in order to preserve the ethnic touch. 

“It is the role of the black middle class to integrate the spas,” the 
single black female remarks a little later, adding the rallying cry, 
“One massage at a time!” 

As you can probably tell, Thompson weaves a good deal of self- 
effacing humor through what is essentially a monologue for two voic¬ 
es. The various cultural pulls that a member of a minority inevitably 
experiences — the lure of the majority’s vision of desirability, the 
mixed feeling about one’s own heritage, etc. —■ provide a winning for¬ 
mat for the Bay Area playwright’s considerable wit and wisdom. 

Thompson manages to touch on a remarkably wide range of 
topics during the two-hour show. From yeast infections to Princess 
Di’s funeral, from the gnarly men who hit on women to the horrors 
of the holidays, and from credit-card debt to the Gap, Thompson 
tosses off insights, ringers, and one-liners with abandon. “Pussy 
over 35 is a hard sell,” says a character in one of the many moments 
when things that usually don’t get talked about do get talked about. 

Thompson’s words are brought to wonderful life by Tia Hunni¬ 
cutt and Comika Griffin, who are only identified as SBF#1 and SBF 
#2 but who expertly play a spectrum of characters: old, young, 
black, white, straight, gay, bi, and Oprah. This tapestry has been 
imaginatively and crisply staged by Colman Domingo. 

There are plenty of serious observations in Single Black Female, but 
the production is never serious for very long. Thompson obviously be¬ 
lieves that communication is best when the listener is at ease. Perhaps 
a better subtitle for the play would be, For Colored Girls Who Have Con¬ 
sidered Ben and ferry's/When Their Cultural Pigeonhole Isn’t Enuf.W

Flower power 

42nd St Moon's Tiorello!'

T he mission of 42nd Street 
Moon is to give a fresh hear¬ 
ing to “lost” musicals, a cu¬ 
rious condition for a musical that 
was a critical and commercial 
success, and that won both the 
Tony Award and the Pulitzer 
Prize. That musical is Fiorello!, 
and this rare chance to experience 
both its songs and its script does 
suggest reasons for its relative ob¬ 
scurity in the provinces. 

First of all, the 1959 Broadway 
musical was definitely a New York 
show, celebrating one of its own 
characters and steeped in refer¬ 
ences to the arcana of its politics. 
And remember, in 1959, Fiorello 
La Guardia had only been out of 
office for 14 years, making him as 
current then to New Yorkers as Di¬ 
anne Feinstein’s City Hall reign is 
to today’s San Franciscans. But 54 


years have now passed since New 
York had its Mayor La Guardia, 
and though certainly better re¬ 
membered than Roger Lapham 
(the mayor of San Francisco in 
1945, for those taking notes), it’s 
likely that even New Yorkers now 
think airport rather than mayor. 

The musical itself has weath¬ 
ered time reasonably well, though 
the horizons it was praised for ex¬ 
panding in 1959 seem a lot like 
the musical-comedy conventions 
that most writers these days are 
trying to deconstruct. But it’s true 
there is but a hint of a traditional 
chorus line, while the songs by 
Harnick and Bock, whose next 
shows were the exceptionally 
tuneful She Loves Me and Fiddler 
on the Roof, avoid easy-listening 
tunes in favor of plot-specific 
compositions and novelty songs. 

The book by Jerome Weidman 
and George Abbott first shows La 
Guardia as an idealistic lawyer

helping penniless clients before 
being elected as a crusading con¬ 
gressman who leaves office to 
fight in World War I. After the 
war, he’s back in politics, trying to 
drive the corrupt Tammany Hall 
machine from power, and after a 
landslide defeat and the death of 
his wife, finally triumphing. 

At 42nd Street Moon, this 
Fiorello! (seen at its final preview) 
began tentatively, and it wasn’t

“A 
form of rape,” she railed. 

If so, the crowd at Josie’s 
Cabaret that greeted the troupe’s 
return to the Bay Area must have 
fantasies of buccaneering crimes 
against nature, because the only 
thing that interrupted a sea of 
smiles were the waves of laughter. 
Whether being subjected to a 
tsunami of a spit take or just a lit¬ 
tle verbal abuse, the audience was 
ready to have its rogers jollied. 

The show is a send-up, sort of, 
of pirate adventures, but it’s really 
about having fun by destabilizing 
dramatic conventions, from oblit-

Wow, it’s Wilma

t I hen I moved to the Bay 
Area in 1990, the first 

i I local actor I noticed, and 
then started to look for in cast 
lists, was Wilma Bonet. I found 
her to be a consistently com¬ 
pelling powerhouse of a per¬ 
former. She’s currently in Marin 
Theatre Company’s production of 
Mere Mortals, which 
makes this the perfect 
time to learn a little 
more about one of my 
favorite actors. 

“I was born in New 
York City,” Bonet ex¬ 
plains, “and I alway; 
loved acting, even as 
a young girl. I 
failed the audition 
at the High School 
for the Performing 
Arts, and was told, ‘You have a 
heavy Puerto Rican accent; you’ll 
never be an actress.’” She was ac¬ 
cepted at the Art and Design High 
School, where she took stagecraft 
classes and was cast in every show. 
“I was smitten with acting. Then 
my drama coach took me to see a 
production of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream, and the actor who 
played Puck had a heavy Puerto 
Rican accent, much heavier than 
mine. I realized that maybe I 
could work as an actor.” She went 
to the Fashion Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, the fallback job, and be¬ 
came a fashion illustrator. 

Arriving in San Francisco some 
20 years ago with her (now ex-) 



husband, she saw the Mime 
Troupe for the first time. “I started 
to do street theatre. I learned by 
watching others and by attending 
workshops. Then I went to a Chi- 
cano Theatre Conference in Mexi¬ 
co City. I saw so many different 
styles of theatre, and that’s when I 
learned to play multiple roles. 
Throughout this time I was sup¬ 
porting myself with fashion draw¬ 
ing and working in an office. When 
I was invited to join the 
Mime Troupe,” she says, 
the triumph evident in 
her voice, “I finally quit 
my day job. I knew that 
[acting] was my calling. 
I had to do it.” 

Bonet spent seven 
years with the Mime 
Troupe, and has 
gone on to per¬ 
form in theatres all 
over the city (yes, 
that was Wilma Bonet playing four 
different roles in ACT’s production 
of A Christmas Carol), as well as 
running workshops with the Lati¬ 
na Theatre Lab. Their current pro¬ 
ject is the creation of a play, based 
on the lives of the women in the 
group, called Last Stop Ranchera. 

Bonet plays multiple charac¬ 
ters in Mere Mortals, a collection 
of six short one-acts written by 
David Ives ( All in the Timing ). 
Bonet calls the piece “a series of 
lovely sketches — of ways to look 
at life. It’s about not wasting time, 
about living life to the full, and of 
having beliefs to fall back on. The 
cast is fabulous, and the plays are 
truly funny. The play tells us, ‘If

until about midway through the 
first act that the staged concert 
found a sustaining energy.

While 
Stephanie Rhoads doesn’t suggest 
a native of Trieste, she smoothly 
handles the role of La Guardia’s 
first wife. Nor does Steven Patter¬ 
son have an Italianate demeanor 
as political dealmaker Ben Mari¬ 
no, though he provides one of his 
gung-ho performances that have 
become a staple of 42nd Street 
Moon productions. 


But Robin Steeves has just the 
right manner and approach for La 
Guardia’s gal Friday, who, of 
course, secretly loves her oblivious 
boss. Susan Himes Powers also 
creates a winning portrait of a 
simple but feisty laborer who sup¬ 
ports La Guardia but who marries 
one of his enemies. Bill Fahrner 
and Richard Pardini provide col¬ 
orful work as La Guardia’s aides, 
and Amy Cole delivers a lively 
cameo as a tap-dancing chorine. 

There are a few warts on the La 
Guardia of Fiorello!, mainly a noble 
stubbornness, but it’s basically a 
worshipful portrait that further dis¬ 
tances it from today’s more cynical 
sensibilities. A loving musical about 
Rudy Giuliani, David Dinkins, or 
Ed Koch? I think not. T

Yonfan's ' Beaut / opens

onfan made a mini-splash a 
If couple of years ago with 
Bugis Street, a sweet sketch 
of a feature about Singaporean 
drag queen whores in the 1950s 
and their appropriately melodra¬ 
matic lives. One of the attractions 
of that film was the director’s pic¬ 
torial eloquence; no surprise, con¬ 
sidering he’s a famous fashion 
photographer for Vogue and 
Harpers Bazaar and chronicler of 
the “beautiful people” of Hong 
Kong and China in well-regarded 
books like China Image and A 
Chinese Portrait. 

But Yonfan’s devotion to beau¬ 
tiful surfaces also works against 
him. The pacing of Bugis Street was 
often deadly, as if the director were 
lingering overlong on the faces of 
his creations at the expense of the 
story. Perhaps stylish characters 
like the arch, haute queen Drago 
forced the camera to linger, as if 
her elegant gestures and penetrat¬ 
ing looks demanded attention. In 
Bishonen! [Beauty], Yonfan is sim¬ 
ilarly distracted by his handsome 
gigolos and winsome cops, but 
none of them come up to Drago’s 
level, and the story is in the end 
simply too disengaged, too wistful, 
to work. This may be an occupa¬ 
tional hazard for photographers 
who want to turn their talent for 
still lives into directing. 

The story starts promisingly. 
It’s based on a real-life scandal of 
some members of the Hong Kong 
police force who were discovered 
— thanks to a cache of ill-con¬ 
cealed sexy photographs — living 
double lives as gigolos and “mod¬ 
els.” In early scenes, we see a pair 
of cops — one an old hand, the 
other a scared novice — disrobing 
before the camera of a lecherous 
old queen. It’s perhaps indicative 
of a certain slackness on Yonfan’s 
part that he doesn’t bother to 
make these cops credible; the al¬ 
leged novice comes off like a drag 
queen in a uniform, his obvious 
pleasure at strutting his stuff bare¬ 
ly concealed by nervous tics and 
shocked expressions. 

The story connects the two 
worlds of cops and gigolos in its 
two main characters, who cross 


into each other’s worlds. Hand¬ 
some, heartbreaking hustler Jet 
(Stephen Fung, a noted Asian teen 
idol) falls in love with Sam (Daniel 
Wu), a good-looking cop who’s the 
essence of the dutiful son and all- 
around nice guy. Sam is Jet’s un¬ 
conscious redeemer; usually arro¬ 
gant and self-centered and con- 
standy chased after by men, Jet be¬ 
comes pathetically lovestruck 
under Sam’s indifferent gaze. He 
abandons the gigolo world and all 
his friends at the local whore-club 
where they hang out, in favor of 
mooning over Sam, who at first 
tries to ignore him. Of course, they 
finally do get involved, with tragic 
results when it becomes clear that 
Sam has some disturbing secrets of 
his own. Sam’s clueless parents wel¬ 
come Jet as their loner son’s new 
best friend without suspecting his 
real intentions. His mother speaks 
volumes when she tells Jet she 
\yishes Sam would show some 
spunk — “be just a little bad to be 
normal”—little knowing what her 
treasured boy is really all about. 

The film moves episodically 
through its paces, introducing 
mysterious characters like a fe¬ 
male friend of Sam’s and an ego¬ 
tistical teen idol who seems to be 
a satire of every young male 
movie star in Hong Kong. That 
these characters ultimately remain 
mysterious indicates Yonfan’s 
view of the world itself as a mys¬ 
terious, unpredictable place where 
people randomly enter and exit 
each other’s lives, but it does little 
to enliven a rambling plot. 

As in Bugis Street, Yonfan

wet stage, all the better, providing 
yet another target to rib. 

The cast, which currently 
numbers 10, had a hand in writ¬ 
ing the pliable script, and Philip 
McNiven created the songs that 
variously quote from and/or 
mock Andrew Lloyd Webber, 
MGM musicals, Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan, and Mel Brooks. McNiven 
also plays the narrator who sets 
up the story in a wonderfully 
physical sight gag before deli¬ 
ciously taking on the role of the ti¬ 
tanically fey pirate king known as 
Sweet Cheeks.

• Wednesday’s Marilyn Man- 
son/Hole concert was an 
incredibly mismatched bill — 
which was, of course, part of the 
fun. Granted, both bands do share 
at least a few things in common: 
extremely outspoken, enigmatic 
lead singers; a lyrical preoccupa¬ 
tion with the conceits of fame, 
corruption, and alienation; and a 
perverse fascination with the idea 
of “Hollywood” on their most re¬ 
cent albums. The similarities end 
there, as evidenced by the wildly 
divergent ways in which each band 
approached this material live. 

No one recognized this more 
than Hole singer Courtney Love, 
who frequently took potshots at 
Marilyn Manson, making derisive 
comments about their prop-in¬ 
tensive, over-the-top stage show. 
“Sorry we don’t have any pyro,” 
she said sarcastically. “It’s sort of 
all about the music for us.” The 
band then proved it by playing 
their current modern rock radio 
hit “Malibu,” which, with its pop 
hooks and soaring harmonies, is 
an homage to the lush, late 70s 
“California sound” of such bands 
as Fleetwood Mac. 

Performing in front of a pro¬ 
jected backdrop of a Roman 
colonnade, Holers set was pretty, 
much gimmick-free, save . for 
some glittery confetti and a show¬ 
er of rose petals. Dressed in shiny 
black pants and bra, and a simple 
yet elegant sheer black gown, Love 
baited Manson again, stating, “I 
feel like a dork doing a costume 
change.” 

Instead, Hole concentrated on 
the music. “This is the story of my 
life,” Love said, before launching 
into a ripping rendition of 
“Celebrity Skin,” the title track off 
their new album. Its opening line, 
“Oh make me over, I’m all I want 


to be,” spoke volumes. 

Much like Courtney Love her¬ 
self, who transformed herself 
from junkie grunge queen to 
glamour-puss r.o.ck diva, Hole 
quelled their previous reputation 
for incendiary yet scrappy perfor¬ 
mances by turning in a solid, as¬ 
sured set. Given Hole’s newfound 
sense of polish, it’s not surprising 
that they chose to concentrate on 
their slicker, more recent material, 
the lone exception being 1991’s 
“Pretty On The Inside.” 

Admittedly, no amount of 
gloss could cover the fact that 
Love can barely carry a tune. On 
Hole’s more raucous numbers, 
such as the set opening “Violet,” 
her trademark screech could have 
peeled the paint off the roof of the 
Cow Palace, and it worked beauti¬ 
fully. On more melodic songs like 


“Dying,” her vocals were notice¬ 
ably spotty. And at the end of 
“Doll Parts,” she pretty much 
dropped out entirely, thus show¬ 
casing bassist Melissa Auf Der 
Maur’s angelic back-up vocals* 

Still, Love’s charm showed 
through, and the band was obvi¬ 
ously having a great time. Love 
teased the crowd, asking, “Do I 
owe anyone here money from 
when I lived here? I hear that all 
the time.” Later, she confessed that 
someone had bet her $1000 to get 
through the show without “sass- 
ing off.” Given her sarcastic com¬ 
ments regarding Manson, it’s 
doubtful she won the bet.

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Sailor adrift 

Berkeley Rep's ' Ravenshead'

s long as it doesn’t call itself 
“opera,” I have no quarrel 
. with a high-tech extrava¬ 
ganza such as Peter Sellars’ Peony 
Pavilion or the musical Rent. En¬ 
tertainment, after all, is anywhere 
you can find it, from peep shows 
and tractor pulls to rock musicals 
and multi-culti historical 
necrophilia. Just don’t call it opera 
and, in your enthusiasm, tell me it 
is going to replace Faust or Car¬ 
men. I don’t even like Faust, but I 
have a strong objection to critics 
throwing the baby out with the 
bathwater. 

There is no doubt that the art 
form we know as “opera” is dead, 
It’s a museum exhibit now, but a 
very great and powerful one that 
needs to be curated in a more re¬ 
sponsible manner than is deliv¬ 
ered by the world’s major opera 
houses and recording companies. 
(Imagine what would happen to 
the director of the Louvre if he let 
someone paint a mustache on the 
Mona Lisa. That’s what ought to 
happen to opera directors who 
rewrite a score.) Yet we also need 
to support modern music theater. 
The mistake that apologists of 
“new opera” make is clearly out¬ 
lined in the program to Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre’s current pro¬ 
duction of Ravenshead, an “opera 
in two acts” by Steve Mackey and 
Rinde Eckert. 

Luan Schooler writes that in 
the old opera, “music has prece¬ 
dence over text; the story exists to 
provide a framework for the 
music, and nothing should inter¬ 
fere with its exquisite delivery 
through the ears into the soul.” 
This simplistic definition misses a 
few salient points — one, that op¬ 
eratic music must be vocal; and 
two, that composers for nearly 
400 years have wrestled with the 
question of primacy: music or 
text. Still, Schooler gets one point 
absolutely right; the best operatic 
music goes straight to the soul. 

It’s unfortunate when program 
notes contradict the program, but 


in the case of Ravenshead, this is 
exactly what happens. The one- 
man, two-hour play, written and 
performed by Eckert, is technical¬ 
ly adroit, sometimes funny, and 
musically interesting at least in its 
accompaniment by the Paul 
Dresher Ensemble Electro- 
Acoustic Band. It is mildly enter¬ 
taining, though it has repetitive 
slow spots, and it serves to high¬ 
light Eckert’s manic energy, 
humor and physical skills. 

Yet at no point does Raven¬ 
shead even attempt what real 
opera must: lift the listener’s emo¬ 
tional response above and beyond 
what can be expressed by words, 
stage pictures or brilliant perfor¬ 
mances. It is annoying to have to 
repeat this, but opera can seem 
like a stupid, expensive, wasteful 
experience unless it produces the 
kind of euphoria that you see after 
a great Wagner, Mozart or, yes, 
even Puccini performance. 

Log-rolling 

Part of Ravensheads problem 
rests with the story itself, though a 
bad story or libretto doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean a bad opera — read 
just the text to Parsifal or II trova- 
tore if you doubt that assertion. 
Eckert based his libretto, which is 
possibly too jokey for its own 
good — at least for a work that 
pompously claims to be about 
“ideas of self and truth” — on the 
true story of a megalomaniacal 
British businessman who at¬ 
tempted to sail solo around the 
world in 1968. His boat untried, 
his provisions inadequate and his 
sailing skills nil, he got lost in the 
South Atlantic and decided to 
cheat by constructing parallel 
logs. Finally, realizing he would be 
exposed, he apparently stepped 
overboard into oblivion. 

Richard Ravenshead, the fic¬ 
tional name of the work’s epony¬ 
mous hero, is a braggart and 
blowhard. When, by the end of 
the show, he has descended into 
madness, the trip is short and un¬ 
eventful. In other words, if you are 
already miserable, dysfunctional 
and unpleasant, with no moral 


character to speak of and delu¬ 
sions of grandeur, your fall is not 
going to be tragic or even inter¬ 
esting. Oedipus we are not talking 
about. Eckert plays the blowhard 
and madman on the same note; 
he’s funny but so over-the-top 
that the point at which he goes 
bonkers passes without a frisson. 

Might it have had more punch 
if the music had been more “oper¬ 
atic?” We’ll never know, since 
today’s “opera” composers, Mack¬ 
ey included, are writing pretty 
tepid vocal stuff, mostly song- 
speech that does not compel the 
emotions of the listener. Once 
again, opera only justifies itself if 
the text must be sung in order to 
make the point. Walter Scott’s 
Lucy pattering on about lost love 
is boring; Donizetti’s Lucia, 
matching the flute note for note in 
her mad scene, breaks our hearts. 

Mackey’s bluesy, eclectic score 
is pleasantly wallpaperish, well- 
played by the inventive Dresher 
Ensemble (electric guitar, violin, 
bassoon, sax and electronic key¬ 
board, percussion and drum kit). 
A lot of the time all Eckert does is 
declaim over the music. In case 
you care, this is not called opera 
but “melodrama” (spoken lines 
with musical accompaniment). 
Composers such as Beethoven 
and Mozart employed this style 
occasionally. Mackey is no 
Mozart, and Mozart did not need 
amplification. 

Tony Taccone’s production, in 
Alexander Nichols’ coffin-like 
wooden boxes rigged with masts 
and booms on which the athletic 
Eckert climbs and swings, is 
smartly executed and fun to 
watch. I wouldn’t dream of telling 
anyone to stay away from Raven¬ 
shead, especially if they enjoy 
slightly loopy theatricality. Just 
don’t expect a musical catharsis. 
You go to the opera for that. T

of Love’s comments were so much 
sour grapes. It was obvious who 
much of the crowd was there to 
see, and Manson reveled in it, get¬ 
ting in his own subtle digs at 
Courtney. “Let me ask you all an 
honest question,” Manson said. 
“How many of you are here to see 
Marilyn fucking Manson?” As the 
crowd erupted in thunderous 
cheers, Manson said matter-of- 
factly, “I thought so.” He then 
mentioned, “I sure pity the older 
people on this tour... the graying 
mothers.” For the most part, how¬ 
ever, Marilyn Manson concentrat¬ 
ed on sheer arena rock spectacle. 

Love may have spoiled the sur¬ 
prise, but Manson’s entrance on a 
crucifix made out of static-filled 
televisions was still one hell of an 
opener. The band then ripped 
into “The Reflecting God,” as the 
lanky singer prowled around the 
stage like a demented insect, 
dressed in a G-string, feathers, 
and a black mesh bodysuit. 

The first of five costume 
changes came during “Mechanical 
Animals,” the title track of their 
recent album. Manson appeared 
on stilts projecting from both his 
arms and legs, reinforcing the 


song’s de-humanizing themes. 
The nearly acoustic “The Speed of 
Pain,” brought yet another cos¬ 
tume change — a leather jacket 
and fedora hat — ajong with a 
shower of confetti and a slower 
pace. This mood continued 
through their dark, crowd-pleas¬ 
ing cover of the Eurythmics’ 
“Sweet Dreams (Are Made of 
This),” before the tune erupted 
into an industrial fury, the cross of 
TVs bursting into flames. 

From there on, it was simply 
more, more, more, with nearly 
each song bringing about anoth¬ 
er costume change. There was the 
silvery black sci-fi get-up with an 
“easy-access” crotch, which Man- 
son made ample use of during 
“Rock Is Dead” by frequently 
mooning the audience. On “The 
Dope Show,” he dressed as a cop 
while changing the lyrics to, 
“Cops and queers live in San 
Francisco,” 

“Me and San Francisco have 
something in common,” Manson 
proclaimed: “Drugs!” A huge 
blinking sign which read 
“DRUGS” descended from the 
ceiling as the band churned out 
the funky “I Don’t Like The Drugs 
(But the Drugs Like Me),” which 
featured Manson’s worst singing 
of the evening. 

After dedicating the show to 


the late Church of Satan founder 
Anton LeVay, Manson ended the 
set with a forceful trio of songs 
from 1996's Antichrist Superstar, 
including the title cut, during 
which the set changed to resemble 
a Nazi-like political rally, com¬ 
plete with Manson wearing a 
black suit and singing at a huge 
podium, while ripping pages out 
of a Bible. Although this same 
motif was used on last year's tour, 
it's effectiveness is so potent that 
it was worth recycling. 

The only real disappointment 
in MM’s set — besides the lack of 
an encore — was that they didn’t 
do more material from Mechani¬ 
cal Animals, which is more multi¬ 
dimensional than anything the 
band has previously done. Still, 
the show was a good lesson in 
how important staging and cos¬ 
tumes can be in pulling off a big 
arena rock show. 

Although Hole turned in a 
great set, it did ultimately pale in 
comparison to Marilyn Manson. 
Still, San Franciscans should feel 
lucky, since Hole dropped out of 
the tour last Sunday. It seems that, 
despite publicists’ assurance that 
their feuding was just “shtick,” 
Marilyn Manson and Courtney 
Love really do hate each other. But 
at least that made for some good, 
dishy drama on stage. ▼ 
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Dangerous dualities 

'Universal Hitchcock' opens at the Castro

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' he conflict between appear¬ 
ance and reality is a consis¬ 
ts tent, unifying theme in 
most of Alfred Hitchcock’s best 
work. The shy young woman who 
thinks she is gauche and dull is ac¬ 
tually lovely and charming; the 
engaging stranger is really a psy¬ 
chotic; the crisp patrician beauty 
is in fact an earthy, passionate 
lover. In his finest films, many of 
which will be shown at the Castro 
Theatre’s Universal Hitchcock se¬ 
ries from March 19 through April 
8, these contrasts are woven into 
the fabric of the plot, adding im¬ 
measurably to the suspense. 

Producer David Selznik, fresh 
from his triumph in Gone With 
The Wind, summoned Hitchcock 
to Hollywood from his native 
England, where he had spent fif¬ 
teen years directing many well-re? 
garded movies, including The 
Thirty-Nine Steps (1935) and The 
Lady Vanishes (1938). Selznik gave 
him a formidable assignment: di¬ 
recting the movie version of 
Daphne Du Maurier’s bestselling 
and haunting romantic suspense 
novel, Rebecca. 

The young, almost unknown 
Joan Fontaine beat out several 
well-established actresses (includ¬ 
ing Loretta Young and Jean 
Arthur) to play the unnamed sec¬ 
ond wife of dashing, rich Maxim 
De Winter (Laurence Olivier). 
Right away, the audience recog¬ 
nizes that she is breathtakingly 
beautiful and warm, and under¬ 
stands exactly why De Winter 
wants to marry her. At the same 
time, Fontaine shows us that the 
character’s insecurities and poor 
self-image make it hard for her to 
see herself clearly. It’s a great per¬ 
formance, as fresh today as it was 
then. In his first American film, 
which won the 1940 Best Picture 
Oscar, Hitchcock established the 
pattern of showing the toll that 
disparate views of a situation or a 
person can take on individuals. 

In the ’50s, critics marveled at a 
new phase in Hitchcock’s conflict 
between appearance and reality as 
he turned hitherto frosty, usually 
blonde, actresses into passionate, 
sexually aggressive women. Al¬ 
though born in 1899, Hitchcock’s 
view of women was essentially 
Victorian: they were either licen¬ 
tious temptresses or dull madon¬ 
nas. He admitted to a fascination 
with women who projected the 
quality of being “ladies in the

drawing room and whores in the 
bedroom,” and frequently brought 
that fascination to the screen. 

The first demonstration of this 
image-changing penchant actual¬ 
ly came in the ’40s, in two films 
starring the usually wholesome 
Ingrid Bergman. In 1945’s Spell¬ 
bound, her chilly clinical psychia¬ 
trist falls Freud over couch for 
troubled but gorgeous Gregory 
Peck. The following year, in Noto¬ 
rious, she surprised audiences as 
the wanton daughter of a Nazi liv¬ 
ing in Brazil who is redeemed by a 
devouring passion for Cary Grant. 

In 1950, Hitchcock directed one 
of his worst received films, Stage 
Fright, co-starring one of the 
coolest and most alluring of Holly¬ 
wood’s femme fatales, Marlene Di¬ 
etrich, and Jane Wyman. The dual¬ 
ity here is the lie that the married 
Dietrich’s lover (Richard Todd) be¬ 
lieves about the circumstances of 
her husband’s murder. Although 
not a good movie, it’s a great guilty 
pleasure, enjoyable for Dietrich’s 
caustic, narcissistic, scene-stealing 
performance. Her renditions of “La 
Vie En Rose” and Cole Porter’s 
“The Laziest Gal In Town,” espe¬ 
cially written for her, add immea¬ 
surably to the entertainment. 

Man after man 

Part of the fun in watching 
Hitchcock’s films lies in the me¬ 
chanics of seduction. Although 
normally of the female-luring- 
the-male variety, in 1951’s 
Strangers on a Train it is implicit¬ 
ly male-chasing-male. Robert 
Walker’s charming Bruno Antho¬ 
ny is clearly after the hunky but 
dim Farley Granger, and not just 
so each can murder someone on 
the other’s behalf. It’s unlikely that 
most audiences of the time real¬ 
ized how homoerotically charged 
the initial meeting on the train is, 
but gay filmgoers then must have 
smiled knowingly. 

Hitchcock was back to straight 
seduction in 1954, directing Grace 
Kelly, whom critics would praise 
as his quintessential blonde, in 
two films. In the first, Dial M for 
Murder, playing husband Ray 
Milland’s intended murder vic¬ 
tim, she is beautiful and resource¬ 
ful, but not particularly passion¬ 
ate. The film itself is cleverly plot¬ 
ted and keeps the viewer guessing 
as to whether or not Milland’s 
scheme will be discovered. 

Kelly had already shown signs 
of a dangerous icy fire for John 
Ford in 1953’s Mogambo, melting 
over macho Clark Gable. But in 
Rear Window, she is stunningly 
steamy. The conflict between per¬ 


ception and reality is everywhere 
in this Hitchcock masterpiece. 
Stuck in a wheelchair with a bro¬ 
ken leg, James Stewart seems 
helpless, but isn’t. As he spies on 
the apparently ordinary lives of 
his neighbors, he discovers that 
one has committed a murder. And 
as his fiancee, the patrician Kelly 
revels in the role of temptress and 
seducer, convincing us that Stew¬ 
art is the most desirable man in 
the world — not an easy task. 

He directed Kelly again in 
1955’s To Catch A Thief, and her 
pursuit of Cary Grant is among 
the most stylish in film history. 
While on a picnic, she asks him if 
he “Would you like a breast or a 
leg?” theoretically referring to 
chicken. As she did with Stewart, 
Kelly seems to dare Grant to join 
her in exploring new ways of mu¬ 
tual satisfaction, promising a li¬ 
bido that will easily match any¬ 
thing he has ever dreamt of, and 
then some. As usual in Hitchcock’s 
work, nothing is shown graphical¬ 
ly, which allows the audience’s 
imagination to take over, making 
it that much more charged and 
personal. 

The power of Hitchcock’s sub¬ 
tle style becomes evident in con¬ 
trasting the cerebral, self-possessed 
Kelly with her contemporary Mar¬ 
ilyn Monroe’s blatant approach to 
seduction. Monroe seems naive 
about her physical attributes, but 
in reality knows they’re all she’s got 
to offer. She’s the passive one- 
night-stand or brief affair; Kelly’s 
the longterm relationship that will 
keep getting better. 

Day tripper 

Doris Day was Hitchcock’s 
next blonde in The Man Who 
Knew Too Much (1955), but he did 
not turn her into a temptress. In¬ 
stead, she is the weepy, hysterical 
mother whose child has been kid¬ 
napped. Husband James Stewart 
has to deal with her overwrought 
emotions while working to get 
their son back. Filmed in Moroc¬ 
co and London, with a suspense¬ 
ful finale in Prince Albert Hall, 
this is an entertaining remake of 
Hitchcock’s 1934 British film of 
the same title. (Television fans of 
the old Addams Family series will 
spot a pre-Morticia Carolyn Jones 
as one of Day’s London friends.) 

The following year, Hitchcock 
and producer Hal Wallis went to 
New York to see Broadway sensa¬ 
tion Carol Haney starring in The 
Pajama Game. In something right 
out of 42nd Street, Haney broke 
her leg and unknown understudy

convincingly transformed herself 
into the virgin queen right before 
our eyes, and would make a de¬ 
serving winner. Fernanda Mon¬ 
tenegro of Central Station, blessed 
with a face of a million stories, is 
fine in the Brazilian movie as 
earthy and unaffected as its star. 
Gwyneth Paltrow glows like Botti¬ 
celli’s Venus in Shakespeare in 
Love, and she does drag credibly.

The supporting actress party is 
heaps of fun this year.

A 
chinless Lynn Redgrave as the 
sourpuss Old World maid of Gods 
and Monsters nearly stole the show 
simply by cracking eggs and mak¬ 
ing faces. But I’d lay an Oscar on

Bates or Judi Dench for her Queen 
Elizabeth in Shakespeare in Love. 
It’s a brief role, truly supporting, 
and she makes her every nanosec¬ 
ond a treat of rare deliciousness. 

The supporting actors are a 
dreary lot. Perhaps James Coburn, 
as Nolte’s inhuman dad in Afflic¬ 
tion, could get together with Bren¬ 
da Blethyn and take over Hell. 
Robert Duvall has got little up his 
sleeve at this stage in his career ex¬ 
cept respect, which is enough to 
earn him a nod for the courtroom 
yarn A Civil Action. Geoffrey Rush 
made a sweet buffoon in Shake¬ 
speare in Love, but his malevolent 
opportunist in Elizabeth should 
have been recognized instead. Billy 
Bob Thornton’s performance of an 
unstable yokel in A Simple Plan got 
him an undeserved nod. That 
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Tom Hanks in Saving Private Ryan

Shirley MacLaine replaced her, 
flubbing a bit in the difficult 
“Steam Heat” dance number. It 
didn’t matter. Wallis signed her to 
a longterm contract, and Hitch¬ 
cock cast her, John Forsythe, and 
Mildred Natwick in the black 
comedy The Trouble With Harry 
(his dead body keeps popping up 
in unexpected places.) It turned 
out to be the biggest critical and 
financial flop of his career. 

He recovered with 1957’s The 
Wrong Man, in which an innocent 
Henry Fonda is charged with 
murder. His blonde wife is Vera 
Miles, but there’s little humor or 
sexual hijinks in this somber film. 

The following year, Hitchcock 
directed one of his most celebrat¬ 
ed and complex movies, Vertigo, 
starring the beautiful, zaftig Kim 
Novak as the object of James 
Stewart’s obsessive passion. Noth¬ 
ing in this film is as it seems. 
Under Hitchcock’s direction, 
Novak’s passivity proves destruc¬ 
tive, while Stewart’s monomania- 
cal pursuit of her results in un¬ 
foreseen tragedy. (Imagine what 
Hitchcock would have done with 
the era’s kinkiest blonde, Gloria 
Grahame, in the Novak role.) 
Shot on location in San Francisco, 
even the city’s natural beauty has 
a menacing underside. 

Back at the top of his form, 
Hitchcock took Eva Marie Saint, 
the earnest Oscar winner for 
1954’s On The Waterfront, and in 
North By Northwest turned her 
into his hottest patrician blonde 
since Kelly, who had abandoned 
Hollywood to become Princess of 
Monaco. Saint is under orders 
from master spy James Mason to 
pursue, seduce and deliver Cary 
Grant, believed to have vital cold- 
war information. The pursuit and 
seduction are classic, and watching 
Saint fall in love with her intended 


victim adds to the terrific suspense 
in one of Hitchcock’s rrib’st stylish 
and entertaining thrillers. 

In 1960’s Psycho, Hitchcock 
turned Janet Leigh, who’d been a 
minor, wholesome leading lady 
for more than a decade, into the 
treacherous Marian Crane. Like 
Kim Novak in Vertigo, she will 
have cause to regret her beauty, 
especially when mamma’s boy 
Anthony Perkins gets a look at 
her. This inexpensive film, which 
also starred a blisteringly hot John 
Gavin, Martin Balsam, and Vera 
Miles as Leigh’s loyal sister, turned 
out to be Hitchcock’s biggest box- 
office hit of the postwar era and is 
his best-known movie. 

He would never have such a fi¬ 
nancial success again, although 
1963’s The Birds came close. His 
“discovery” for that film, Tippi 
Hedren, took the title role in next 
year’s Mamie, when the residents 
of Monaco pressured their 
Princess Grace not to return to 
Hollywood and the movies. He¬ 
dren, while no Kelly, worked well 
with luscious Sean Connery in 
this twisty tale of kleptomania. 

Hitchcock next used a chilly 
redhead, Julie Andrews, opposite 
a fever-inducing Paul Newman in 
1966’s Torn Curtain, a mildly en¬ 
tertaining cold-war suspense film, 
enhanced by Berlin locations. But 
the film was not in North By 
Northwest’s league. She would be 
his last significant leading lady, 
and his film output after this one 
slowed dramatically. 

Topaz, Frenzy and Family Plot 
are all minor works, with occa¬ 
sional touches of mordant humor. 
The last does feature Karen Black 
and the delicious Barbara Harris, 
but fails to develop either one’s 
potential. ▼

Allan Stein by Matthew Stadler; 
Grove Press, $22. 

|f| Uan Stein is Matthew 
Stadler’s fourth novel and 
perhaps his best. The at-first 
unnamed narrator has fled his na¬ 
tive Seattle, leaving behind a Gor¬ 
dian knot of troubles. Fired from 
a teaching job for bedding a fif¬ 
teen-year-old Turkish boy, he per¬ 
suades a sympathetic friend, a 
museum cura¬ 
tor named Her¬ 
bert Widener, 
to let him chill 
out in Paris by 
pretending to be 
Herbert. The os¬ 
tensible purpose 
of this elaborate 
ruse: finding an 
elusive art trea¬ 
sure. The trea¬ 
sure consists of a 
series of nude 
drawings by Pi¬ 
casso of the then- 
teenage nephew 
of Gertrude Stein. 

Allan Stein — 
model, boxer, sol¬ 
dier — was a golden boy whose 
youth full of promise soon cur¬ 
dled into the bloated body of a 
dissolute middle-aged man. By 
the time the narrator, known to 
his Parisian family as “Herbert,” 
stands at the ruins of Steins tomb, 
he has recalled his own adolescent 
seduction at the hands of a man 
he feared was his mother’s lover, 
and is busy seducing another 
mother’s son. 

As in his previous fiction ( The 
Sex Offender, The Dissolution of 
Nicholas Dee, and Landscape: 
Memory), Stadler pursues the 
themes of Nabokov with always 
just a touch of Kafka. His boy-lov¬ 
ing narrator seeks not gay boys 
waiting to come out, but rather 
butch-appearing sports-obsessed 
“straight” boys whose still devel¬ 
oping bodies suggest the feminine 
— suggest the qualities of Hum¬ 
bert’s beloved nymphet. 

In Lolita, Humbert finds him¬ 
self consumed by the pursuit of 
an icon whose culture he detests: 
“Mentally, I found her to be a dis¬ 
gustingly conventional little girl. 
Sweet hot jazz, square dancing, 
gooey fudge sundaes, musicals, 
movie magazines, and so forth.... 

If some cafe sign proclaimed Ice- 
cold Drinks, she was automatical¬ 
ly stirred, although all drinks 
everywhere were ice-cold. She it 
was to whom ads were dedicated: 
the ideal consumer, the subject 
and object of every foul poster.” 

Stadler’s narrator ironically 
travels across a continent and an 
ocean to discover a boy blessed 
and cursed by a fondness for 
things Americaine, the first four 
letters of which spell a French ad¬ 
jective meaning bitter or galling. 
The boy, Stephane, the girlishly 
soft and pretty fifteen-year-son of 
his Paris hosts, is an avid basket¬ 
ball player. When the boy is ex¬ 
cluded from a park pickup game 
by rougher boys, the narrator 
challenges him to a game of one 
on one. 

“Stephane tried to guard me 
but he wasn’t very good at it. 
When I moved forward he moved 
away and it was a simple matter to 
get to the basket and make a 
layup. When he had the ball I 
stayed close to him with my hands 
on his body. I have no idea 
whether it was legal, but it gave 
me pleasure to feel the shape of 
his hips and ribs and the way his 


body moved. He said I was foul¬ 
ing him... ‘American basketball is 
much more physical,’ I explained. 
‘Contact is allowed.’ We went on 
playing American basketball, and 
his hands felt good on me. I 
pulled my clinging Metallica T- 
shirt up to wipe sweat off my face 
and he watched. My clothes stank 
fully now. Once he landed poorly 
and began to fall and I wrapped 
my arms around his back and 
held him. ‘Thank you,’ he said.” 
When he’s not with the boy, 
the narrator 
often follows 
him, aping his 
younger self 
shadowing his 
mother’s “lover.” 
That his detec¬ 
tive work now 
comes under 
the masquerade 
of “Herbert” — 
his disguise cer¬ 
tified by anoth¬ 
er man’s pro¬ 
fessional sta¬ 
tus, credit 

cards and 
passport — 
makes the ruse 
both extra de¬ 
licious and 
more than a little bit creepy. 

In his previous novel, The Sex 
Offender, Stadler’s narrator was a 
convicted molester of a twelve- 
year-old boy whose punishment 
consisted of A Clockwork Orange- 
like brainwashing — the treat¬ 
ment administered by the 
Kafkaesque character of the Doc¬ 
tor-General Nicholas Nicholas. In 
Allan Stein, the narrator gets out 
of Dodge ahead of the police, but 
not without a humorous aside 
about the irony of his situation. 
While spying on Stephane, wait¬ 
ing for the boy to retrieve his bike 
and ride home from school, the 
narrator spots another suspicious 
looking man hanging out in the 
same cafe. 

“I thought he might be some 
kind of predator, lurking near the 
lycee to victimize kids and lure 
them into films. My school back 
home was in a constant uproar 
about this kind of threat and had 
organized a block watch of par¬ 
ents and staff to harass every un¬ 
known man who lingered near 
the school. Any man who paused, 
or was not in some kind of uni¬ 
form, would at once be assaulted 
by a concerned and furious den 
mother shooing him away, which 
is why it was so handy to actually 
be a teacher there.” 

French hues 

Allan Stein greatly benefits 
from being set mostly in the Paris 
of both the ’90s and early ’70s. 
Stadler’s earlier books were most¬ 
ly situated in a mythical, almost 
nameless city that was Seattle, but 
with almost a suffocatingly East¬ 
ern European murkiness that was 
at times as oppressive as the city’s 
actual climate. This book res¬ 
onates with the rich urban tapes¬ 
try that is Paris — where the de¬ 
scription of park basketball can 
exist cheek-by-jowl with a mem¬ 
ory of Camus. 

While Stadler’s earlier books 
might have scared off less ambi¬ 
tious readers with their almost re¬ 
ligious air of postmodernist liter¬ 
ary concerns, Allan Stein is a very 
reader-friendly feast. While his 
Paris family serves up plump 
braised artichokes lovingly stuffed 
with walnuts and goose liver, 
Stadler gives readers an equally 
lovely meal with three deliciously 
succulent subplots compliment¬ 
ing the narrator’s pursuit of 


Stephane. This narrator dices and 
splices his own identity as joyful¬ 
ly as John Belushi’s old samurai 
delicatessen. In the course of the 
meal, readers get to sample tanta¬ 
lizing mouthfuls of debates about 
French versus American culture, 
the role of the teacher in a young 
man’s life, and questions such as 
whether boy-lovers can be con¬ 
sidered gay, or whether they 
merely lust after girls with cocks. 

The shortest and apparently 
most meticulously researched of 
his four books, Allan Stein shifts 
gears as seamlessly as today’s 
multi-plot films. And Stadler even 
manages to have fun with his own 
deconstructionist frame of mind 
when, at the start of the novel’s 
first great sex scene (the one with 
the young Turkish boy Dogan), he 
advises readers: “Those of you 
who can’t stomach any more of 
this sort of thing can skip ahead 
to page 47, where the narrative re¬ 
sumes.” 

Most readers will skip this ad¬ 
vice. The sex scenes are a feast in 
themselves, being at the same 
time erotic, fashionably trans¬ 


gressive and mostly definitely 
unapologetic. Nabokov, writing 
in the repressed ’50s, focused 
more on the symbolic threat 
posed to an Ice-Cold culture by 
the mere knowledge of “unhap¬ 
py, mild, dog-eyed gentlemen, 
sufficiently well integrated to 
control our urge in the presence 
of adults, but ready to give years 
and years of life for one chance to 
touch a nymphet.” Stadler’s nar¬ 
rator lives fully in the Clinton 
’90s, where no taboo goes un¬ 
mentioned or unacted upon. The 
acts between boys and men in 


this book are fully consensual, 
but no less disturbing or am¬ 
biguous for being freely chosen. 
The boy’s feelings are ultimately 
unknowable. 

“At home the actual boy lay 
upon his bier, attended by a virgin 
silence, dumb and rustling in his 
sleep — his nipples, soft as goose- 
down, occasionally pressed be¬ 
neath a pulsing thumb, the thrum 
of blood through his neck and 
wrists, hips akimbo, boxers 
pushed down in front for a hand 
that holds his cock while he 
dreams.” T

N ot long ago, I experienced my 
first Other Minds music concert, 
and came away dazzled by per¬ 
formances of great artistry and origi¬ 
nality. Served up for a crowd of black- 
wearing, super-sophisticated music af- 
ficionados was a bracing blend of 
acoustic and electronic sounds, all deli¬ 
ciously different from the usual con¬ 
cert-hall fare. I felt oh-so-cultured 
being there. 

Now you, too, can get that feeling, 
as the Other Minds V music festival 
begins on Thursday, March 25 at Fort 
Mason Center’s Cowell Theater. 

Sure, it’ll be a lot different than, 
say, the Hole/Marilyn Manson specta¬ 
cle I witnessed last week, but that’s 
precisely the point: Once you’ve be¬ 
held the antichrist, it’s nice to be able 
to calm down, settle into a comfort¬ 
able seat, and experience music that 
works more on your mind than it 
does on your body, and that doesn’t 
devour your soul and spit it back out 
at you. What Other Minds concerts 
lack in fireworks and volume, they 
make up for in heady intellectualism, 
if that’s your cup of tea (or your 
snifter of cognac). 

Attendees at the three-day festival 
will be treated to high-caliber, thought- 
provoking concerts featuring World and 
United States premiere performances. 
Among the composers taking part are 
Linda Bouchard, Mary Ellen Childs, Luc 
Ferrari, Alvin Lucier, Julian Priester, Sam 
Rivers, Antonio Pinho Vargas, and Er- 
rollyn Wallen, along with the toy-piano 
virtuoso Margaret Leng Tan. Many of 
them will perform their own works. 

Fleshing out the offerings are sever¬ 
al guest musicians, including pianist 
Gloria Cheng-Cochran, the MC Band 
directed by Mary Chun, the exciting 
CRASH ensemble, the San Francisco 
Contemporary Music Players, and the 
Other Minds Ensemble. 

If you take it all in, you’ll experi¬ 
ence everything from electronic/am¬ 
bient compositions to jazz saxophone 
and trombone, chamber music, per¬ 
cussion ensembles — and even a ca- 
cophany of music boxes. 

Particularly intriguing is the work 
offered by celebrated French compos¬ 
er Luc Ferrari on the occasion of his 
70th birthday. He creates instrumental 
and electronic music, often with 
breathlessly erotic narratives. 

Then there’s composer/choreogra- 
pher Mary Ellen Childs, who has her 
percussionists rolling around on 
wheeled chairs and skates. 

Unlike other music festivals devot¬ 
ed to certain genres — Celtic, jazz, 
rock, etc. — Other Minds is eclectic, 
experimental, and cutting edge. It’s 
not brawny, but its got brains. And it 
won’t make mush of yours. T

Cavnor (Mr. Powerhouse 
Leather) had been named the first 
runner-up; Glennon Sutter 
(sponsored by Stompers Boots) 
was the second runner-up. 

Club Townsend was standing 
room only for the 21st edition of 
Mr. San Francisco Leather, and 
out-of-town titleholders were on 
hand to see who the competition 
from San Francisco would be in 
Chicago next May. 

It was also made known by 
Audrey Joseph and Jerry Roberts 
that this was the end of their long 
journey as part of the production 
team of the Mr. San Francisco 
Leather contest. It had always 
been a labor of love for them, that 
earned them accolades from vot¬ 
ing members of the Inter-Club 
Fund. For three years in a row, 
the production they helped 
create had been declared the 
Most Outstanding 
Leather Contest. 

Earlier in the pro¬ 
gram, Vern Stewart was 
on hand from Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. to present the 
Peter Austin Memorial 
Award to Keith Truitt, 
who was aghast at the 
honor. At his citing of 
various individuals as his impetus 
for volunteerism, including espe¬ 
cially IML ’85 Patrick Toner, the 
audience roared its approval. 

Later on, the Mr. SF Leather 
Committee garnered a tumul¬ 
tuous ovation when they an¬ 
nounced that they had chosen 
Tim Wong as the second recipient 
of the Unsung Hero Award. It was 
all for his unselfish devotion, loy¬ 
alty, generosity and deep involve¬ 
ment, not only with the leather 
community, but with other seg¬ 
ments of the LGBT community. 
Last year, the inaugural of the

award went to Warren Cave. 

Between the contestants’ ap¬ 
pearances, entertainers pleased 
the crowd. The “opening num¬ 
ber,” magnificently emceed by 
IML Tony Mills, included all the 
contestants plus the entertain¬ 
ers. Favorable applause greeted 
the Lollipop Guild, The 
Church Lady, and Dana 
Adkins. Let no attendee 
say they didn’t get their 
money’s worth! 

It was truly a night of 
leather pride and en¬ 
chantment. Seven 
stalwart men compet¬ 
ed for the title. Most 
spectators and kibb- 
itzers agreed that deciding the 
outcome was not an easy job for 
judges Dan Hughes, Shadow 
Morton, “Mama” Reinhardt, 
Mario Torrigino, Bob Goldfarb, 
Peter Fiske and outgoing Mr. SFL 
Stephan Edwards. But everyone 
admired them for carrying out 
the task with honor. 

In his stepping-aside speech, 
Stephan graciously recognized 
everyone who had been instru¬ 
mental in making his year with 
the title a sterling one. His final 
official task was to place the gold 
medal around Werner’s neck. In 


doing so — and in handing over 
the vest created by Fran Frisch 
and donated by ever-generous 
Gabrielle of the Leather Zone — 
Stephan passed the title on to 
Werner, inviting thundrous ap¬ 
plause. 

Needless to say, Eric Wein- 
mann of the Edge joined his con¬ 
testant on stage for photo ops 
with various leather dignitaries, 
including Steven Byrd, last year’s 
Mr. Edge. 

All the contestants had their 
supporters in the audience — all 
loud and vociferous for their fa¬ 
vorite man at each appearance.

After the contest, it was party 
time in the Gastro as well-wishers 
and the merely curious descend¬ 
ed upon the Edge Bar, where a gi¬ 
gantic celebration took place. It 
was the second time in the past 
few weeks that victory cheers have 
resonated through Castro 
Canyon. And how sweet it was! 

As for the winner, Werner is set 
to represent San Francisco’s 
leather community at the Inter¬ 
national Mr. Leather contest in 
Chicago on Memorial Day week¬ 
end, which means lots of prepara¬ 
tion. May he fare well!

Halfway across the country, at 
one of the few leather bastions in 
the Midwest — the Dixie Belle Sa¬ 
loon in Kansas City, Missouri — 
organizers saw a record crowd 
turn out on Saturday night, 
March 13 for their annual contest.

' ust like that cult favorite Ing¬ 
mar Bergman, porn director 

t Hank C. Wood has a little 
repertory band of players that he 
reuses film to film. Quite a few of 
them have jumped from Woods’ 
projects into bigtime porn, 
though none have gone on to 
something as meaningful as Burt 
Bacharach’s musical version of 
Shangri-La, like Liv Ullman did 
when she stepped over Ingmar’s 
body on her way to fame. But with 
cast members like Ben Damon, 
Frank Parker, Jeremy Cooper and 
Maleek Brown, Woods has some 
hot talent in his movies. They’d be 
swell for something like, say, a 
musical biopic of the Bee Gees. 
Just think of the solidly zaftig 
Frank Parker filling out those 
tight white pants the guys always 
wore. Though the brothers Gibb 
never showed any basket at all 
(well, they’re British), you can bet 
Frank would. 

The burly Parker has gone on 
to star in both Titan and Hot 
House videos, Jeremy Cooper (re¬ 
named Dean Rodney) tears up the 
screen in Plain Wrapped’s Dr.’s 
Orders, while Ben Damon, Maleek 
Brown and Brad Phillips have 
gone on to more glamorous vehi¬ 
cles (well, actually, Phillips came 
from starring vehicles to work for 
Wood, but that reverse trip is an¬ 
other story — and anyway, there’s 
still some wood left in Phillips for 
Wood). 

There’s another quality Wood 
shares with Bergman: although 
you have a good idea what’s going 
on in their movies, you can’t al¬ 
ways tell exactly. BerglmSfl’j. excuse 
was that he was working in an¬ 
other language. But Wood just 
doesn’t seem to be paying atten¬ 
tion. Despite his background in 
porn (Wood directed the first safe 
sex video, Inevitable Love) and his 
years of experience as an author, 
magazine editor, and lyricist for 
gay musicals, he shows little fi¬ 
nesse as a film crafter, tripping up 
on simple storytelling and editing 
concerns. His videos are clumsily 
put together. One pet peeve of 
mine: Cast members’ names aren’t 
displayed with their photos, so 
you can’t tell who the players are 
unless you already know them. 
Color quality is usually washed 
out enough that its heat is re¬ 
moved, sound recording varies 
radically in decibels and audibili¬ 
ty, and music can be inartistically 
applied. More damaging is that 
Wood’s exposition and continuity 



usually seem to have been derived 
from instruction manuals trans¬ 
lated from the Japanese. People 
. answer phones that haven’t rung. 
Key lines and character relation¬ 
ships are garbled. Viewer identifi¬ 
cation is limited by the sketchy or 
nonexistent character back¬ 
ground offered. Worse, in poten¬ 
tially delicious sex scenes, the 
editing is nervous, striking out 
suddenly as if the director had 
some visual Tourette’s Syndrome. 

Even so, Wood rose above 
these hallmarks to deliver some 
hot, uninterrupted sex in two pre¬ 
vious videos, Too Many Tops and 
F Train to Castro. They came 
through with the sex. 

Too Many Tops, in which Dino 
Phillips and Todd Stevens found 
true love despite their both being 
tops, had some juicy scenes, with 
foreplay, long takes, and a sense of 
wit aiding our enjoyment. F Train 
to Castro, although clumsily laid 
outCwas a Satire A la The Women, 
in which the advice and interfer¬ 
ence of jaded Castro residents 
nearly scotch the long-standing 
union of Frank Parker and Austin 
Black. Despite eight ineffectual, 
meandering minutes before the 
first sex scene, several of the 
video’s couplings are long and in¬ 
volving. Parker has a good time 
with beefy Josh Perez, whose 
unique asshole sports an escal- 
loped rim which grips Parker’s fat 
cock tightly. Even better are the 
bouts in two scenes featuring a 
blond babe playing a hustler, who 
pumps the jism out of Jeremy 
Cooper, and then does his profes¬ 
sional best on a client played by 
Ben Damon. The video’s finale 
features a tot who has risen to 
fame as Virgil Sainclair in Jocks’ 
Sit Tight (an in-depth review of 
this happy pic is coming soon). As 
the straight cousin visiting Black, 


he nearly begs to be brought out, 
and his climatic three-way with 
Black and Parker has stirring mo¬ 
ments, even though the scene’s 
continuity is jerky. 

Box jitters 

Wood’s latest video is Youthful 
Offenders. It can’t be said that 
Wood’s on a roll here. First, here’s 
a jaundiced note on the temper of 
the times: the manufacturer of the 
video’s box was so afraid of the 
title’s pedophiliac implication that 
he insisted on the qualifying sub¬ 
title, “18 to 25.” 

The video has a good premise 
— the kids are incarcerated at The 
Institute for Youthful Offenders 
because they would be at risk in a 
general prison population. The 
Institute is a queer prison, and 
there’s nothing for the kids to do 
but make out all day, and happily 
service the accommodating 
guards. Sadly, the viewing experi¬ 
ence is pretty frustrating. The 
guards — Parker, the blond hus¬ 
tler from the last video, and 
Phillips again — are stereotypi- 
cally sadistic instead of the benev¬ 
olent daddies who could have in¬ 
spired the inmates’ devotion. And 
the editing is totally frustrating. 
There’s the dimly judged attempt 
to intercut a romantic scene with 
a lustful one, to the detriment of 
both, with The Love Theme from 
Youthful Offenders repeating its 
first four bars with maddening 
frequency. And even the better 
scenes, one with Parker and pig- 
boy, sloppy-slurper Cooper, and a 
three-way with Damon and the 
unnamed blonde hustler/guard, 
are edited by mixmaster. Four 
new inmates get better acquaint¬ 
ed in a |froup jerk-off that’s more 
of a blind man’s bluff, a shower 
sequence is devoid of sensuality, 
and a wrestling scene is so shape¬ 
less it nearly brought me down. 

Ebony-skinned Maleek Brown 
makes his debut in a laundry 
room tryst with the lascivious 
Cooper, and it’s a beaut. Brown, a 
handsome, sturdy 19-year-old 
with a gorgeous cock, is a dancer 
with a local company. Dancers al¬ 
ways have this kind of stamina, 
and this kind of butt, too. It’s a 
star-making turn, in which Brown 
is well-matched by Cooper, who 
hints at the mischievous sala¬ 
ciousness he’ll display more fully 
in Dr.’s Orders. I could jerk off to 
his, if I wasn’t jerked back so often 
to the romance scene. 

Indeed, I could jerk off to the 
premise of Youthful Offenders 
alone, and it’s a pity that the video 
rarely lives up to it itself. T
